Cheap  Acres 


By  the  failure  of  Jay  Cooke,  Duluth 
was  not  onlyBtopp«a  in  a  growth  that 
would  quickly  have  given    her    a    very 
large  population,  but  she  waa  compelled 
to  give  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  the 
prestige  of  being  made  the  terminus  of 
the  Northern  Pacific,  a  road  to  which 
the   Twin    cities  owe  a  great  share  of 
their    growth      and      prosperity.      Jay 
Cooke's  plans  for  the  Northern  Pacific 
in  connection  with  Duluth  were   stu- 
pendous in  their  details  and  called  for 
an  enormous  expenditure  of  money.    It 
has  taken  the  company  sixteen  years  to 
learn  what  Cooke  knew. 

But  "better  late  than  never."  An 
ofllcial  high  in  power  in  the  Pacific 
road  writes  an  interesting  letter  to  a 
prominent  Duluth  business  man,  a  letter 
that  discloses  the  fact  that  the  Paciti* 
people  will  carry  out  the  old  ideas  as  to 
Duluth  and  the  prominence  she  should  be 
given  as  the  most  important  point  on 
the  line.  The  pith  of  the  letter  is  as 
follows: 

"I  am    able  to    inform  you    that    the 
company  intends    to   carry  Jay  Cooke's 
old  plans  as  to   Duluth   into  execution, 
the    only    difiference    being     that     our 
plans  will  be  much  more  costly   and  ex- 
tensive   than    the    originals.    The  first 
great  beginning  of    the  scheme  was  the 
acquiring  of  an  interest  in  the  St.   Paul 
and  Duluth  terminals  and  track    as    far 
as  Fond  du  Lac.     A  line   will    probably 
be  built  from  Fond  du  Lac    to   connect 
with  the  line  five  miles  away    across  the 
river,  making  a  route  to  Duluth  twenty 
miles  shorter  than  the  present  one. 

"But  the'matter  of  shortening  the  line 
into  Duluth  is  of  secondary  importance, 
when  the  fullness  of  the  scheme  is  con- 
sidered.   Jay     Cooke    always  had     an 
abiding  faith  in  the   great  water  power 
of  the  St.  Louis  river,  and  he  is  head  of 
the  Water  Power  company,  as  you  know. 
The  acquisition  of  the    line  to' Fond  du 
Lac  means  the  development  of  this  vast 
milling      force       now         lying       idle 
and  useless.    I   think    Jay    Cooke  and 
the  St  Louis  Water  Power  company  is 
back  of  a  deal,  so  far  as  the  matter  has  a 
bearing  on  the  dalles.     You  will    find,   I 
believe,  that  an  immediate  improvement 
of  the  water  power  will    be  the  result  of 
this  move. 

"The  Duluth  freight  business  for  '89 
has  increased  in  enormous  proportions 
over  previous  years,  which  your  evening 
paper  gave  away  a  while  ago.  The  in- 
crease for  October  was  two-thirds  the 
total  increase  of  the  entire  system.  On 
this  account  it  is  contemplated    making 

I  Duluth  an  operating  center,  moving  a 
part  of  the  operating  department  to  your 
city.

shops  of  the  road  are  also  in  considera- 
tion. One  thing  I  may  tell  you:  The 
present  board  of  directors  is  friendly  to 
Duluth. 

A  step  towards  such  a  movement 
was  made  when  the  present  traffic 
agreement        between       the       Pacific 

I  and  Wisconsin  Central  roads  was 
entered  into.  The  coalition  gave 
direct  connection  with  Chicago, 
making  the  Duluth  route  a  desirable 
one  for  passenger  service. 

"The  second  step  was  tbe   consumma- 
tion of  the  ViUard    scheme.    By    it  the 
company    will    expend    $20,000,000    on 
terminals,    etc.    The    third    step    was 
made     when       the      Pacific      gained 
control    of    all     the     Manitoba     gov- 
ernment   railways,     giving    a    footing 
in      the     great      Winnipeg    grain  dis- 
trict; and  to  make  this  more  secure  the 
road  now  has  plans  for  several  hundred 
miles  new  road,  that    will    enter    wheat 
fields  never  before  invaded  by    the  iron 
horse.    All  this  road  has  been    acquired 
and  built,  looking  to    Canadian   Pacific 
and       Manitoba       competition,       the 
Northern     Pacific     finding      in      Du- 
luth's        waterway        the        solution 
to  the  competition  question.    Probably 
before    you  read    this  letter  announce- 
ment will  have    been  made  of    the  pur- 
chase by  the  Northern    Pacific  of   the 
Red  River    bridge   at    Emerson,  Mani- 
toba, from  the  government.     This  is    a 
matter  of  no  small    importance."    [This 
announcement,  it  so  happens,  is  made  in 
The  Herald's  telegraph  columns  today- 
Editor.]    "The  Duluth,  Crookston  and 
Northern  was  another  road  built  for  this 
same  purpose. 

"There  are  many  complaints  from 
your  citizens  regarding  passenger 
service.  The  Northern  Pacific  cannot 
see  its  way    clear    to  make    Duluth   its 

freat  passenger  route,  for  reasons  which 
think  Duluth  should  accept.  We 
can  now  accommodate  the  travel 
that  comes  over  the  South  Shore 
and  from  Chicago.  The  great  bulk  of 
travel  goes  and  comes  via  the  Twin  cit- 
ies. These  cities  make  the  center  of 
population,  and  the  local  passenger  busi- 
ness from  these  points  is,  of  course, 
much  greater  than  from  Duluth.  There 
is  a  new  passenger  service  to  go  on  next 
summer  from  Duluth.  I  am  not  at 
liberty  to  give  you  the  details. 

"I  have  always  had  faith  in  Du- 
luth. I  know  she  will  become  the  great 
metropolis  of  the  West "

•  St  Paul,  Dec.  9.— Advices  from  Wash- 
ington are  to  the  effect  that  Senator 
Davis  has  tried  to  patch  up  a  peaee  with 
his  colleague,  Washburn,  as  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  Minnesota  offices,  but  that 
Washburn  will  make  no  such  arrange- 
ment. 

A  reporter  last  night  interviewed  Sen- 
ator Davis's  law  partners  and  learned 
the  following:  "Before  Senator  Davis 
left  for  Washington  he  had  been  nego- 
tiating upon  some  plan  by  which  di- 
vergence of  views  between  himself  and 
his  colleague,  in  relation  to  appoint- 
ments, might  be  done  away  with.  Ac- 
cording to  his  views  the  Twin  cities 
have  been  recognized,  and  the  country 
may  well  demand  its  share. 

Mr.  Davis  had  recommended  for  the 
position  of  United  States  district  attor- 
D?y    Halvor   Steenerson    of   Crookston 
(Fifth    district),  believing    him  to  be  a 
good    lawyer.      He   also   recommended 
Capt.    J.    C.    Donahower  of    St.   Peter 
(Second  district)  as  collector  of  internal 
revenue.      These  recommendations  were 
made  not   only   on   account  of  fitness, 
but    that    the    outside    districts    and 
the      Scandinavians      might       receive 
due    and    proper    recognition.       After 
Senator  Davis    had    made    the    recom- 
mendations    detailed.    Senator  Wash- 
burn recommended  Eugene  Hay  of  Min- 
neapolis for  United   States   district   at- 
torney  and    a   good    while   afterwards 
named    Marcus   Johnson     of    .Atwater 
(Third  district)  for  collector  of   internal 
revenue.    Of  Marcus  Johnson  Mr.  Davis  J 
has  and  always  had  the  highest  opinion. 
Johnson  was  in  the  state  senate    when 
Davis  was  elected,   and    their   relations 
were  and  are  of  the  most  cordial  kind. 

Mr.  Davis  last  week  sought  a  confer- 
ence with  his  junior  colleague  and  made 
a  proposition.  If  Washburn  would 
recommend  Steenerson,  Davis  would 
recommend  Johnson.  One  condition 
made  by  Mr.  Davis  was  that  Washburn 
should  then  join  him  in  recommending 
Donahower  for  United  States 
marshal,  but  with  this  he 
coupled  the  promise  to  join  Wash- 
burn in  recommending  Eugene  Hay.  Mr 
Davis  emphasized  his  belief  that  the 
four  principal  federal  appointments 
should  go  to  the  country. 

Senator  Washburn,  after  hearing  the 
proposition,  declined  to  accede  thereto, 
nor  would  he  make  any  counter  proposi- 
tion or  offer  of  compromise. 


The  Chicago  Tribune  prints  a  list  of 
vessels  laid  up  at  that  port.  They  num- 
ber 278.  tugs  excluded.

St.  Viucewt,  Minn.,  Dec.  9.— A  deal 
has  been  carried  out  which  gives  the 
Northern  Pacific  the  bridge  on  the  inter- 
national boundary  between  Emerson  and 
West  Lynne.  This  bridge  was  built  a 
few  years  ago  by  Emerson,  but  the 
town  found  itself  unable  to  pay,  went 
into  bankruptcy  and  the  bridge  passed 
to  the  Federal  bank  of  Canada. 

At  various  times  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment has  sought  to  straighten  the  mat- 
ter out.  The  terms  of  the  transfer  to 
the  Northern  Pacific  are  unknown,butthe 
fact  of  transfer  is  cause  for  rejoicing  on 
the  Minnesota  side  of  the  river,  as  it  will 
result  in  the  construction  of  a  Northern 
Pacific  line  from  Red  Lake  I'^alls  to 
West  Lynne.  At  Red  Lake  Falls  the 
branch  will  connect  with  the  Duluth  and 
Manitoba  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  this  will  be  used  as  the  route  to 
Winnipeg  rather  than  the  Duluth, 
Crookston  and  Northern.  It  will  make 
a  shortening  of  the  distance  between 
Duluth  and  Winnipeg    by    forty  miles, 

I  and  will  be  far  better    than    the    Mani- 
toba line.

Open    the    Butte 
Mines  Abandoned. 

BiTTE,  Mont.,  Dec.  9.— The  effort  made 
to  re-open  the  Anaconda  and  St.  Law- 
rence mines  was  premature.  The  miners 
worked  under  difficulty  in  the  600-foot 
level  of  the  St.  Lawrence  all  day  yester- 
day, having  the  strong  presence  of  gas  to 
contend  with.  The  men  could  only 
work  a  short  while,  when  they  were  re- 
lieved by  others. 

The  space  between  the  500  and  600 
levels  of  the  St.  Lawrence  had  been 
worked  out  to  a  considerable  extent,  a 
set  of  timbers  extending  from  one  to  the 
other,  and  when  the  ore  was  exhausted 
the  space  was  filled  up  with 
waste.  The  fire  has  burned  down 
from  where  it  started  in 
the  5C0-foot  level,  and  burning 
the  timbers  caused  much  of  this  waste 
to  fall.  As  the  men  worked  air  was  thus 
let  into  the  place  where  the  fire  origin- 
ated and  caused  the  almost  extinguished 
fire  to  start  up  with  fresh  vigor. 

Early  this  morning  smoke  began  to 
issue  again  from  the  Anaconda  shaft  in 
volumes  sufficient  to  indicate  that  the 
fire  was  once  more  under  full  headway. 
The  Anaconda  shaft  at  once  closed  again, 
the  miners  withdrew  from  the  St.  Law- 
rence workings  and  the  bulkheads  in  the 
one  hundred  and  six  hundred  levels  re- 
placed. 

A  Stlnlnir  £xcltenient. 

Fair  Haven,  Minn.,  Dec.  9.— Ever 
since  the  discovery  of  a  few  particles  of 
the  yellow  stuff  by  a  farmer  a  few 
montias  ago,  agricultural  matters  be- 
came of  secondary  importance.  The 
farmer  who  first  brought  to  light  the 
hidden  treasure  abandoned  sll  other 
work  to  search  for  gold,  never  having  a 
doubt  but  that  the  yellow  metal  on  his 
farm  was  gold.  A  specimen  was 
sent  to  St.  Paul  to  be 
assayed.  The  report  said,  "Traces  of 
gold."  The  report  was  sufficient  to  boom 
the  undeveloped  gold  fields  supposed  to 
exist  right  under  foot,  and  there  was  an 
immediate  rush  of  prospectors  to  the 
woods  and  fields  on  the  outskirts  of 
town.  Mica  is  found  almost  anywhere 
in  Stearns  county,  but  usually  in  smaU 
particles.  It  is  believed  by  the  cooler- 
headed  individuals  in  the  community 
that  the  greater  part  of  the  stuff  alleged 
to  be  gold  is  simply  mica.  Fair  Haven 
is  a  village  of  about  200  people  and  sur- 
rounded by  well-cultivated  fields.

From  figures  obtained  at    the  county 
auditor's  office  the  assessed  valuation  of 
St.  Louis  county  for  1889  is  shown  to  be

In  1887    the    valuation    was 
823,250,735,  in  1888  it  was  $31,270,857,  an 
increase   of    88,020,122.    The   large  in- 
crease between  1887  and  1888  is  attribu- 
table to  the  extension  ot  the    city  limits 
and  the  increased  valuation  of   real   es- 
tate.   The  increase  in    1889    is   entirely 
personal  property  and  improvements  on 
buildings.    In  these  figures    the   mines 
and  mining  plants  are  entirely  omitted, 
they    not    being   taxed.      They   would 
probably  add  $10,000,000  to  the  total.

Flonrinr  Mill  Burned. 

LooKPOBT,  N.  Y.,  Deo.  9,— The  large 
seven-story  flouring  mill  in  this  city, 
owned  by  Saxton  <fe  Thompson  of  Troy, 
was  destroyed  by  fire  today.  There  were  I 
35,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  about  7000 
barrels  of  flour  in  the  mill.  A  large 
portion  of  the  wheat  ran  into  the  canal. 
The  canal  bridge  adjacent  to  the  mill 
was  ruined.  The  loss  is  $250,000:  insur- 
ance, $100,000. 

The  Chippewa  FaUs  and  Ashland. 

Chippewa  Fall^s,  Wis.,  Dec.  9.— The 
construction  of  the  Chippewa  Falls  and 
Ashland  railroad  is  being  agitated.  The 
company  was  incorporated  about  two 
years  ago.  The  line  is  intended  to  run 
in  an  almost  direct  route  from  this  city 
to  Ashland,  shortening  the  distance 
thirty-five  miles.  Surveys  have  been 
made  for  a  considerable  distance,  but 
have  not  been  completed.  The  proposed 
line  will  open  up  tracts  of  pine,  hard- 
wood, hemlock,  cedar  and  tamarack 
swamps  that  have  been  inaccessible.  A 
number  of  lumbermen  who  own  tracks 
of  pine  along  the  proposed  route  have 
become  interested,  and  intimate  that 
the  road  would  be  a  great  advantage. 

Myriads  of  Rabbits. 

Vandalia,  111.,  Dec.  9.— Up  to  date  up- 
ward of  8000  rabbits  have  been  marketed 
in  this  citv.  Other  towns  in  this  county 
report  the  same  proportions.  This 
county  18  fairly  swarming  with  them  and 
like  repcjrts  come  from  adjoining  coun- 
ties. One  day  last  week  over  1000  rabbits 
were  brought  to  this  town.  The  market 
here  is  furnished  from  within  a  radius  of 
five  miles,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  limit 
to  the  supply.

The  Indians  com- 
plain of  ill-treatment  at  the  hands  of 
dishonest  agents,  who  have  swindled 
them  right  and  left  in  distributing 
moneys,  supplies  and  provisions  voted 
to  the  Indians  by  parliament.  In  any 
attempt  at  insurrection  the  half-breeds 
would  be  joined  by  the  disaffected  In- 
dian tribes  with  whom  they  have  inter- 
married. 

The  attempt  of  the  Northwest  council 
to  discard  the  French   language  and  the 
abolition  of   separate  schools    is   giving

Detroit  River  Bridge. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Dec.  9.— The  bridge 
acroes  Detroit  river,  recommended  by 
the  board  of  army  officers,  coDtemplatee 
a  structure  with  a  central  span  of  1000 
feet  and  150  feet  above  the  surface  of 
the  river.  The  two  side  spans  are  of  700 
feet  each.  The  estimated  cost  of  the 
bridge  is  87,000,000,  while  the  winter 
bridge  would  cost  but  11,000,000.  The 
railway  companies  endeavored  to  obtain 
a  favorable  report  on  the  latter,  although 
they  originally  were  strenuously  op- 
posed to  it.  Tunnelling  the  river  is  the 
proper  solution  of  the  difficulty,  but  the 
railway  companies  do  not  regard  the 
scheme  favorably.  A  single  track  tun- 
nel can  be  built  for  81,000,000  and  a 
double  track  for  probably  less  than  twice 
that  sum.  With  the  winter  bridge  the 
companies  would  still  be  obliged  to  main- 
tain the  ferry  equipment  for  summer 
service.  The  report  of  the  army  board 
of  officers  apparently  wa«  not  what  the 
railway  managers  expected. 

Insubordinate  Knight*. 
PHIL.ADELPH1A,  Dec.  9.— The  executive 
board  of  the  Knights  of  Labor  will  hold 
a  meeting  in  a  few  days  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  action  of  the  Ware 
housemens  Assembly,  1700,  of  Pittsburg, 
in  reinstating  Homer  McGaw,  ex-grand 
secretary,  who  was  expelled  by  the  At- 
lanta convention  for  offenses  against  the 
order.  The  assembly  claims  that  under 
the  constitution  of  the  order  the  rein- 
statement was  legitimate,  but  this  Lb 
denied  at  the  headquarters  of  the  or- 
ganization, and  it  is  possible  that  the 
assembly  itself  may  be  suspended  for  in- 
subordination. 


Kleotricity  Not  Tried. 

Nkw  Vokk,  Dec.  0.— Warden  Brush 
will  not  be  afforded  an  opportunity  this 
week  of  testing  the  efficacy  of  electricity 
as  a  substitute  for  the  gallows.  The 
case  of  Charles  McElvaine,  who  was  to 
have  been  taken  off  with  a  "shock,"  be- 
tween today  and  Saturday,  for  the  mur- 
der of  Christian  W.  Lucca,  while  com- 
mitting a  burglary  in  August  last,  has 
been  removed  to  the  court  of  aopeals. 
and  the  result  of  thia  action  is  to  stay 
the  execution. 


A  Prominent  Murderer. 
St.  Louis,  Dec.  9.— The  case  of  Major 
B.  M.  Chambers,  indicted  for  murder  in 
the  first  degree,  for  the  killing  of  Attor- 
ney Frank  J.  Bowman  about  seven 
weeks  ago,  is  on  the  docket  for  trial  to- 
day in  the  circuit  cxjurt  of  Clayton.  A 
plea  of  not  guilty  has  been  entered,  but 
it  is  thought  that  an  application  for  a 
postponement  of  the  trial   will  be  made.

New  York,  Dec.  9.— Harvey  Kennedy,

Railway  offioials  evidently  like  to  "in- 
spect" Duluth.  Dulutb  IB  glad  they  do 
and  wants  theiu  to  oome  attain.  The 
Vunderbilt  dydtem  people  have  i>ome 
atfam,  for  they  were  here  a  month  ago, 
and  are  here  again  today  from  New 
New  York.  All  on  a  "tour  of  inepec- 
tion." 

"Oh,  we  are  here  simply    on  a  tour  of 
inspection,"  said  one  of  them    to  a  Her 
aJd  reporter.     "Simply    to   lot>k    around 
and  see  what  there  is  to  be  seen." 

C^eneral  Superintendent    W.  A.   Scott 
arrived    this    morning    in  Duluth  from 
Chicago  by    special   train.       A      distin- 
guished party  was  with  him,  coming  di- 
rectly from  New    York.       In    two    New 
\'ork    Central    curs    a  Herald    reporter 
found  Frederick  W.  Vanderbilt,  Dr.  H.  B. 
Webb,     brother-in-law     of     the    Van 
derbilta   and    pre.sident    of   the    Wag- 
ner   Palace    Car      company;      H.     W. 
WebU,    vie^-presidant      Wagner     com- 
panf7     aod    assistant       to       president 
of  the  road;  J.  A.  Spoor,  superintendent 
Weetern  division   Wagner  company;  C. 
D.  Flagg,  general  superintendent   Wag- 
ner company,  of  New  York.  F,  B.  Clarke, 
general    traflic    manager;  H.    C.    Hope, 
superintendent  telegraph,  directors  and 
officials  of  the  Omaha  road. 

The  train  reached  Duluth  this  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock,  and  after  remaining 
for  a  short  time  waa  puUeil  out  to  West 
Duluth.  The  party  visited  the  Car 
works  and  general  points  of  mterest  at 
the  village,  and  at  1  o'clock  left  for  West 
Superior,  returning  to  Duluth  about  2 
o'clock. 

"Mr.  Vanderbilt  and  his    friends  wish 
to  see  the  city."  said   Mr.  Soott.    "Tha 
is  why  we  are  here.    The  terminals  will 
Ije  insijected  and  we  will    leave    for  St. 
Paul  tonight  at  10." 

The  phrase  "tour  of  insiwction"  may 
certainly  l>e  con8true<i  to  mean  many 
things.  That  the  Vanderbilt  and  Wag- 
ner Palace  Car  company  party  should 
leave  New  York  and  come  directly  to 
Duluth  certainly  means  a  "tour  of  in- 
spection" in  its  fullest  sense.  With  the 
party  to  West  Duluth  went  C.  E.  Lovett 
and  other  real  estate  men.  No  one 
would  admit  that  anything  was  meant 
by  this.  Oysters  are  garrulous  gossips 
compared  with  these  gentlemen,  that  is, 
eo  far  as  their  object  in  Duluth  was 
concerned. 

The  visit  to  Duluth  and  West  Duluth 
of  these  people  means  something,  that 
The  Herald  is  assured,  and  could,  were 
permission  given,  make  some  interesting 
statements  of  at  least  partial  purpose. 
That  it  may  mean  much  there  is  no 
doubt.  The  presence  of  real  estate  men 
on  the  trip  means  business,  for,  as  a 
general  thing,  railroad  officials  on  a  ter- 
minal inspection  do  not  issue  invitations 
for  the  pleasure  of  having  some  one 
along  with  them.  It  is  well  known  that  a 
prominent  real  estate  man  has  been  in 
New  Y'ork  for  some  time  trying  to  engi- 
neer a  big  scheme  that  would  put  a  big 
manufacturing  plant  in  West  Duluth. 

These  Wagner  gentlemen  say  they  are 
on  a  "tour  of  inspection,  yet  they  go  to 
West  Duluth  where  there  are  no  Omaha 
tracks.  The  party  leaves  for  New  York 
this  evenmg,  passing  through  St.  Paul. 

It  is  told  The  Herald,  late  this  after- 
noon, that  the  visit  of  these  people  to 
Duluth  is  to  arrange  very  extensive 
terminal  facilities  here  for  the  North- 
western system.  The  road  now  has 
terminals  here  sufficient  for  its  present 
traffic,  and  it  is  intended,  so  says  The 
Herald's  informant,  t<j  largely  increase 
the  terminals  so  as  to  do  a  largely  in- 
creased business,  that  the  plans  of  the 
company  for  Duluth  demand.

N«w  VoKK,  Deo.  10.— Ward  MoAllister 
has  grown  tired  of  the  narrow  limits  he 
put  around  New  York  society  a  year  or 
so  ago.  He  wants  to  spread  out  and 
und  take  more  people.  The  Hrst  evi- 
den<,'e  of  enlarged  views  was  given  when 
he  sent  out  llXX)  invitations  to  hia  New 
Year  ball. 

By  that  act  he  admitted  to  the  joys  of 
New  York  society  three  times  the  num- 
ber he  had  formerly  recognized,  but  like 
most  converts  to  a  new  idea  he  has  gone 
to  the  other  extreme.

Bkli.kvilu:,  111.,  Deo.  10.— A  New 
York  attorney  arrived  here  Saturday 
and  began  thirty-two  suits  against  the 
Belleville  Water  company  for  i&jTtiO, 
being  the  amount  of  the  defaulted  in- 
terest on  ^>0,0(X)  of  second  mortgage 
bonds.  A  receiver  was  also  applied  for, 
and  todav  M.  D.  Stookey,  formerly  su- 
perintendent of  the  works  was  appointed 
receiver. 

The    water    works  cost  about  $50,000, 
and  on  this  plant  were  issued  on  April  1, 
l66o,  an  appropriate  date,    $175,000   first 
mortgage  bounds;  on  April  1,  188*.!,   gOO.- 
UOOsecond  mortgage  bonds,    a    total  of 
^235,000.     Comegys  Jc  Lewis,   New  York 
contractors,  constructed  the  works  and 
own  the  capital  stock.    The    bonds  were 
floated  in  New    ^ork.    The    interest  on 
the    second    mortgage    bonds    was    de- 
faulted in    April.    Sensational  develop- 
ments are  anticipated  before    the    suits 
are  settled.     Comegys   A-  Lewis  are  said 
to  be  in  South  America  tilling  contracts. 

LOOKING  FOR  GOOD~BUSINESS.     [ 

A   Hopeful  View  of  the  Outlook  Taken  Ity  | 
Kumtio  Murine  Men. 
BuKJ'ALO.  N.  Y.,  Dec.   10.— The  expec- 
tation of  a  brisk  speci&l  demand  for  hard 
coal  in  all  the  leading  Western  ports  ap- 
pears to  be  quite    general.       A     Buffalo 
shipper  lately  from    Chicago    says   that 
the  coal  in  stock  there  destined  for  the 
country  trade  is  already  nearly  all    sold. 
Outside  dealers  have  their  orders  in,  but 
have  not  expected  them  to   be  tilled  at 
once.    The  Buffalo  man    regards    it    as 
certain  that  there  will  be  no  coal  in  Chi- 
cago by  the  opening  of  navigation,  unless 
a  second  mild  winter  should    o<Jcur.     If 
this  view  proves  to  be  the  case,  with  ore 
already    largely    contracted    at    paying 
figures  and  a  large    amount    of    lumber 
held  back  this  fall   on    account    of    low 
prices,  there  ought  to    be    busixieae    for 
vessels  next  year. 

DAKOTA'S    DESTITUTION. 

Governor  Miller  t>enUi«  u    MesHacet   iSouth 
Uakolu  .SendH  liel|>. 

Bismarck,  Dec.  10.— Governor  Miller 
has  sent  a  message  to  the  legislature  on 
the  question  of  destitution  among  farm- 
ers, recommending  that  all  matters  per- 
taining to  this  subject  in  North  Dakota 
be  referred  to  the  commissioner  of  agri- 
culture. Accompanying  his  message 
were  ctimmuniealionsfrom  Nelson,  Ram- 
sey and  Roulette  counties,  in  \  hich  the 
most  serious  cases  of  destitution  in  the 
state  exist. 

For  Starvint;  Oakotanit. 
Yankton,  S.  D.,  Dec.  10.— Three  car- 
loads of  food  and  grain  were  shipped  to 
Miner  county  today  for  the  relief  of  the 
destitute  farmers.  The  Farmers  Alli- 
ance sent  a  carload  of  corn  meal,  and 
further  shipments  will  be  made  during 
the  season  from  counties  along  the  Mis- 
souri river,  where  the  crops  were  abun- 
dant. Governor  Mellette  has  made  a 
tour  of  the  state  during  the  week,  hold- 
ing public  meetings  in  all  the  large 
towns  and  asking  that  aid  be  furnished 
the  starving  people.  Two  thousand  five 
hundred  people  in  Miner  county  must 
be  cared  for  until  the  first  of  June. 


WAbHiNuroN,  Dec.  10.  -The  committee 
investigating  the  affairs  of    the  office  of 
sergeant  alarms     of    the     house    this 
morning  heard  a  statement  from  Itepre 
sentative  Gear  of    Iowa  relative  to    the 
forgery  of  bis  name  to  one  of    the  drafts 
prstected  at  the  National  Metropolitan 
bank    and  subsequently    taken    up    by 
Silcott.     Ex-RepresenUtive    Taulber  of 
Kentucky,    who   since    his     retirement 
from  congress  has  used  the  sergeant-at- 
arms'   otBce  as  a    banking    house,   and 
who  has  consequently  suffered  the  loss 
of  several    hundred    dollars,    appeared, 
stated  his  case,  and    endeavored  to  (X)n 
vince  the   committee    that    his    money 
should  be  refunded  to  him. 

Several  submitted  plans  for  the  settle- 
ment of  the  question  as  to  who  shall 
bear  the  loss.  A  majority  thought 
that  the  sergeaut-at-arms  was  the  au- 
thorized agent  of  the  house,  and  that 
the  individual  members  should  not  lose. 
The  report  will  be  submitted  tomorrow! 
It  has  not  been  decided  whetner  the 
committee  will  favor  any  particular  rec- 
ommendations. Most  of  the  members 
of  the  committee  favor  simply  submitt- 
ing the  salient  points  in  the  arguments 
that  have  been  made,  and  leaving  the 
house  to  decide  where  the  loss  shall 
fall. 

The  district  attorney  has  issued  an  in- 
dictment for  Silcott.  The  8U,500  which  he 
paid  into  the  National  Metropolitan 
bank  in  order  to  take  up  the  forged 
notes,  which  would  be  sufficient  evi- 
dence to  extradite  him,  will  be  the  cause 
of  a  suit.

Marine  Bu*in«t*  of    11*80. 

Chicago,  Dec.  10.— First  oolliaionB  and 
then  gales  have  caused  the  marine  season 
of  1B8U  to  have  been  one  of  great  loeaes, 
unattended  by  any  serious  sacrifice  of 
life.  A  total  of  14,080  net  tons  of  vessels 
has  passed  out  of  existence,  and  the 
aggregate  amount  of  total  and  partial 
losses  is  considerably  over  i|l,5(XJ,000. 

The  gale  that  swept  all   the  five  great 
lakes    Thanksgiving  changed  the    eati- 
gj|.    mates  for  the  season,  and  make   import- 
ant figures  on    the    loss  side.     It  was  a 
most  disastrous  gale.    When  it  waa  over 
vessel  men  had   learned  one  great  lesson 
—the  fine  new  lake  marine  was  not  proof 
against    storms.     For    two    seasons  the 
powerful    steamers,  particularly  of    the 
lines,  had    been    running    regardless  of 
winder   weather.    They  were  supposed 
to  be  able  to  run  their  nose  into  any  gale 
or    sea  that  the    lakes    could    produce. 
The    experiences  of    the    Owego,  North 
Star,  Albany  and    a  number    of    others 
proved  that  in  a  great  struggle  between 
wind    and    boat,  the    former    was   the 

stronger.  - 

In  the  way  of  insurance  losses  a    con- 
servative estimate  is    that    the    under- 
writers have  paid    losses    of   11,150,000. 
The  sum  actually  received  by  the    com- 
panies was  ei,050,000  on  both  vessels  and 
cargoes.    This  would  leave    a  deficit  of 
|10(J,U00  in  lake  underwriting  for  the  sea- 
son.   This  deficit  is  not  at  all  evenlv  di- 
vided.   The  total  losses  for  the  year  on 
Al  boats  were  $850,000.    The  percentage 
of  loss  in  the  lightest  grade  of  vessels   is 
fully  as  great  as  in  the  lowest.      A    pro- 
lific source  of  loss  has  been  groundings 
in    the    Sault,    St.    Clair,    and   Detroit 
rivers.    Their  aggregate  will  be  for  the 
season  over  $150,000.    The  four  months 
since  Aug.  1  have  been  a  bad    time    for 
tups.    Seven  have  been  lost— six  burned 
and  one  foundered.    The  following    car- 
goes were  lost:      Imperial,    com,    $8200; 
Armour,  corn,  $iO,000;  Bessemer,  Schuyl- 
kill, ore,  $8000;  Wend  the  Wave,  lumber, 
$3(X)0;    Calumet,     coal,    $8000;      Annie 
Smith,  coal,  $.5000;     H.    W.    Sage,    coal, 
$•'1000;  Mears,  lumber,  $6000.    This  does 
not  include  cargoes  and  parts  of  cargoes 
jettisoned,  as  the  loss  becomes  a  general 
average.    The  estimates   on  premiums 
received  are  based  upon  careful  figuring,  I 
and  are  probably  not  far  from  the  mark. 
There  have  been  141  disasters  reported 
in  the  last  four  months   of   navigation, 
of  which  thirty-seven  were  groundings, 
Bixty-five  ashore,  twelve  collision,  twelve 
I  burned,  two  each,  dismasted,  sunk,  dis- 
abled, foundered;  one  each,  leak,  water- 
spout, jettisoned  cargo.      The   heaviest 
losses  were  on  the  P.  D.   Armour,   $160,- 
000,  the    Calumet   $100,000,    the    David 
Dows  $70,000,  and  the  Tioga  $60,000.

important  period  since  iron  was  discov- 
ered in  the  Lake  Supf-  •'  ^'strict.  Of 
the  estimated  output  f  of  9,000,- 

000  tons  of  ore,  3,iX)0,U.K/ nine  been  dis- 
posed of  at  an  advance  over  the  price  of 
1889  of  from  aeventy-tive  cents  to  f  1.25 
a  ton.  The  beneiit  is  one  accruing 
ohieHy  to  the  mining  interests.  The 
causes  leading  to  this  gratifying  state 
are  those  already  cited  some  weeks  ago, 
and  which  since  then  have  become  veri- 
fied. American  consumers  of  foreign 
ores  will  be  unable  next  year  to  obtain 
their  usual  supplies,  because  of  high 
ocean  freights,  and  because  all  the  ore 
that  can  be  produced  on  the  other  side 
has  already  been  engaged  by  English 
furnaces.  This  assurance  of  the  neces- 
aary  increase  in  the  home  consumption 
of  Lake  Superior  ore,  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  the  largely  stimulated  activity 
in  the  iron  market  and  a  proportionate 
energy  in  the  converting  of  pig  metal 
into  other  forma  of  merchantable  iron, 
is  the  legitimate  cause  for  the  advance. 
There  is  a  noticeable  absence  of  any 
speculative  feature,  while  the  inquiry  on 
the  part  of  capitalists  for  the  control  of 
divideud-bearing  miniDgftocks  is  on  the 
increase.

CuicAoo,  Dec.  10.— The  .\uditorium 
last  night  was  a  great  attraction.  Thou- 
sands of  people  crowded  around  it  and 
peered  into  the  wiudows,  but  admittance 
was  denied  everybody.  The  workmen 
inside  were  not  to  be  disturbed,  as  they 
were  putting  on  the  finishing  touches. 

After  almost  four  years  of  tireless  ex- 
ertion, during  the  last  five  months  of 
which  an  army  of  1,000  workmen  have 
worked  night  and  day,  the  monster  Au- 
ditorium building  was  opened  to  the 
public  and  formally  dedicated  last  night. 
It  was  a  proud  night  indeed  for  Chicago 
and  prouder  still  for  those  men — Chi- 
cago citizens  every  one  of  them  -whose 
devotion  to  a  single  purpose  led  to  the 
subscription  of  |;J,0«.»0,000  for  the  erection 
of  an  edifice  that  in  years  to  come  will 
stand  unchallenged  as  representing  the 
grandest  achievement  of  modern  archi- 
tectural and  decorative  skill. 

The  Auditorium  is  wonderful  in  de- 
sign, in  size  and  in  arrangement.  The 
design  is  wonderful  because  it  is  the  first 
theater  ever  built  with  the  interior 
shaped  like  a  cone  or  speaking-trumpet. 
The  stage  being  taken  as  the  apex  of  a 
hollow  cone,  the  arched  roof  and  diverg- 
ing walls  retreat  in  a  series  of  constantly 
increasing  circles,  like  the  waves  made 
when  a  stone  is  dropped  in  still  water. 

The  seating  capacity  is  4500,  greater 
than  that  of  any  other  house  in  the 
world.  There  is  not  a  seat  in  the  house 
from  which,  if  a  spectator  be  comfortably 
seated,  the  entire  stage  is  not  clearly 
in  view. 

The  entire  building  covers  one  and 
five-eights  acre8.  and  has  710  feet  total 
street  frontage.  The  ground  upon  which 
It  stands  is  valued  at  1^1,000,000,  making 
the  value  of  the  investment  a'  out  i^,000,- 
000.  The  exterior  walls  of  the  first  story 
are  of  granite,  coming  from  the  Hinsdale 
quarries  near  Duluth,  and  those  of  the 
second  story  of  brick  faced  with  granite. 
Thence  to  the  roof,  a  distance  of  14G  feet 
above  the  sidewalk,  the  walls  are 
of  brick  faced  with  Bed 
ford  limestone.  The  buildinp  is  ten 
stories  high  and  the  tower  sixteen  stor- 
iea  The  outline  of  the  tower  does  not 
become  apparent  until  it  riSbS  above  the 
tenth  story.  It  then  ascends  till  its  cop- 
ing measures  240  feet  from  the  ground. 
A  smaller  tower  9  by  18  feet  wide  and  :30 
feet  high  has  been  constructed  above 
this  to  accomuuKlate  the  signal  ser 
vice.  The  weight  of  the  tower  is  almost 
inconceivable.  Allowing  2550  tons  for  a 
burden.  It  would  require  seven  vessels 
the  size  of  the  David  Dows  to  carry  the 
iMd. 

Last  night  the  beauty  and  wealth  of 
Chicage  assembled  in  the  Auditorium 
theater  to  honor  the  occasion.  This  in 
terior,  with  its  color  trimmings  of 
amber  and  pure  gol<',  nlmoet  baffles  de- 
scription. The  empty  house  itself  can 
be  no  more  empty  than  are  the  words 
used  to  convey  some  idea  of  the  impres- 
sion made  as  one  leaves  the  vaulted 
foyer  "and  desoentla  the  wide  aisle  to  a 
point  beneath  the  gilded  arches  ninety 
feet  above,  made  dazzling  by  the  radi'- 
ance  of  4.500  incandescent^lights. 

The  color  of  the  interior  is  of  gold. 
Gold  on  the  boxes,  gold  on  the  walls, 
while  the  ceiling  and  arches  above 
are  covered  with  gold.  The  intrinsic 
value  of  the  pure  gold  leaf  used  is  $20,- 
OOO.  In  making  that  sublime  tone  of 
old  ivory,  which  blends  everywhere  so 
harmoniously  with  the  gold,  27,(X)0 
pounds  of  white  lead  were  spread.  The 
idea  of  keeping  the  color  so  nearly  one, 
and  at  the  same  time  making  it  neither 
dead  nor  dazzling,  was  at  first  feared  to 
be  an  almost  impossible  undertaking.

paper  of  Denver  last  Friday,  of  the  de- 
i  tils  of  the  "new  abolition,"  copies  of 
which  reached  here  yesterday.  The  ar- 
ticle is  an  extended  support  of  the  "abo- 
lition" whioh  embrace  a  number  of 
radical  and  revolutionary  demands, 
among  them. 

The  imme<iiate  and  unoonditional  re- 
peal and  total  abolition  of  all  so-called 
titles  to  land,  other  than  the  natural 
title  of  occupancy  and  use;  all  statutes, 
enactments  and  so-called  laws  for  the 
collection  of  debts,  all  statutes  and  enact- 
ments in  any  way  relating  to  the  circu- 
lating medium  of  the  country,  all  sta- 
tutes that  interfere  in  any  way  with  free 
trade  between  individuals  of  the  same 
or  of  different  countries;  all  charters, 
special  privileges  and  franchises  to  oor- 
p) rations;  all  forms  of  compulsory  tax- 
ation; all  other  statutes,  precedents  and 
customs  that  in  any  way  confiict  with 
the  law  of  e<iual  freedom. 

The  article  further  demands  collective 
or  state  ownership  and  control  of  all 
highways,  waterways,  railways,  tele- 
graphs, telephones,  canals,  ditches  and 
reservoirs,  and  control  of  all  water- 
works, illuminating  and  public  heating 
plants,  street  railways,  cable  lines,  etc.

Chicago,  Dec.  12. — [Special  telegram.] 
— No   further  particulars  of    the  Mayer 
deal  for  two  big  Duluth  elevator  systems 
eac  be  had  here  this  morning  than  what 
were  sent  out  by  the    Associated    Press 
yesterday    afternoon.       Mr.    Mayer    is 
neither  at  his  home  or  at  his  down-town 
office.    It  is  understood    here    that  he 
left  this  morning  for    Duluth.    In  local 
grain  and  elevator  circles    the    reported 
sale      finds      general      credence.        It 
IS  stated  by  a  number  of  grain  men  that 
they  have   stock   in    the  Duluth  com- 
panies   that   has   been  turned  over    in 
trust  for  the  deal  some  time    ago.    Con- 
siderable stock  is  held  here.    Nothing  is 
known  aboul  the  deal,  however,  by    the 
Chicago  lessee*  of  one  of  the    houses  of 
the  Duluth  Elevator  company  at  DulutL.

The  telegram  received  by  The  Herald 
last  night  after  its  last  regular  edition 
had  gone  to  press,  announcing  the  clos- 
ing of  an  option  on  the  leading  Duluth 
elevator  system,  was,  when  printed  in  an 
extra  edition,  the  cause  of  such  an  ex- 
citement as  Duluth  streets  and  hotels 
have  seldom  seen. 

It  has  been  known  to  a  few  that  for  a, 
long  time  negotiations  have  been  under 
way  looking  toward  a  sale  of  the  eleva- 
tors and  other  property  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior and  Union  Improvement  and  Ele- 
vator companies  to  an  English  syndicate 
represented  by  a  Chicago  lawyer,  Levi 
Mayer,  who  also  negotiated  the  trade  of 
the  Pillsbury  and  Washburn  mills,  the 
Minneapolis  water  power,  the  G.  W.  Van 
Dusen  elevators  and  the  Munger- Wheeler 
elevators  of  Chicago.  For  several  monthn 
a  committee  of  the  elevator  companies 
has  been  busy  getting  the  consent  of 
fltockowners.  It  is  understood  that 
the  consent  of  all  but  very  fe?/  owners 
has  been  obtained  and  these 
are  excepted  simply  because  they 
could  not,  so  far,  be  seen. 

The  option  given  has  life  until  Feb.  1, 
next,  and  is  at  such  terms  that  the  total 
purchase  price  is  about  ^2,000,000.  This 
is  considered  a  very  reasonable  figure, 
especially  when  the  valuable  dock  front 
included  is  considered.  Atl  the  elevators 
of  the  companies,  excepting  B,  C,  D  and 
G,  which  are  on  leased  land,  stand  on 
ground  owned  by  the  companies.  This 
goes  with  the  rest.  The  leased  land 
runs  under  lease  for  a  long  term  of 
years. 

While  the  total  of  the  sale,  as  tele- 
graphed by  Mr.  Mayer,  amounts  to 
1^,000,000,  it  is  not  probable  that  the 
deal  is  for  as  much  as  that  by  several 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  excess  uf 
money  over  the  $2,000,000  going  to  other 
purposes. 

What  these  other  purposes  are  can 
beet  be  explained  by  stating  that  the 
Englishmen  also  have  an  option  on 
several  lines  of  country  elevators  along 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Manitoba 
roads  in  Duluth  territory.  In  this 
option  was  included  the  Northern 
Pacific  Elevator  company,  owners  of 
the  largest  line  of  country  houses  on 
the  Northern  Pacific  road,  but  this  com- 
pany backed  out  of  tbe  deal  some  time 
ago.  Other  lines  are  included  and  there 
can  be  but  one  result.  The  terminal 
elevators,  being  connected  with  country 
houses,  would  have  a  pull  on  wheat  for 
Duluth  that  nover  has  been  had  before. 
These  country  elevator  lines  are  now  run 
in  the  interest  of  Minneapolis.  By  such 
a  trade  their  base  would  be  instantly 
transferred  to  Duluth. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important 
features  of  tbe  new  deal. 

<)f  course  this  whole  project  may  fall 
through,  but  as  far  as  the  Duluth  Ele- 
vator companies  are  concerned  the  trade 
is  clrjsed.  If  the  telegram  is  correct,  tbe 
purchase  is  also  closed.

AN    ENGLISH    VIEW. 

Wbat  EogUithinen  Have  to  Say  on  Duluth 
m»  »  GraiiHrieM  Point. 

The  London  Financial  Times,  under 
date  of  Nov.  22,  and  sent  to  Mr.  S.  T. 
.Johnson  of  this  city  by  Charles  F.  Coftin, 
227  CJresham  House,  old  Broad  street,  a 
municipal  bond  dealer,  prints  the  follow- 
ing ediU-rial.  The  paj>er  was  receive*! 
in  Duluth  this  morning: 

Itopid  and  extensive  as  the  growth  of 
Chicago  has  been,  it  promises  to  be  ex- 
celled in  both  respects  by  Duluth,  whoae 


HiiuHuuu  HI  the  head  of  Lake  Superior  IQI  I  I  riT 
renders  it  the  natural  terminal  point  for  I  Kill   I  jj  I 
the    vast    territory  of    the    Northwest,     UnULU  I 
liovering  an  area  of  nearly  300,000 square 
miles.    This  region  includes  some  of  tbe 
richest  wheat  lands  in  the  world,  valu- 
able   lumber    tracts  and    inexhaustible 
uuneriil  wealth.      Duluth  is  at  present 
inferior  to  Chicago  only  in  size  anu  popu- 
lation.     In  all  other  respects  its  people 
claim    immense  superiority.      It  is  50U 
miles  further  inland,  but  it  is  the  same 
<'ntHnc«t      by     water      to      Buffalo     or 
Montreal.    Navigation  is  open  for  nearly 
B6\en  months  in  the  year,  ana   some- 
times longer.     It  posseeses    a  capacious 
harbor,  sheltered  from  the  storms  of  the 
lake  and  accommodating  vessels  of  the 
largest  class.    There  are  also    most    ex- 
tensive docks,  provided  with    every    fa- 
cility for  the  rapid  loading  and  discharge 
of  cargoes.     In  one   recent  case  a  ship 
unloaded  200lt  tons  of  ooal,   was  cleared, 
received    78,000    bushels   of  wheat  and 
sailed  within  twelve  hours.    Two  others, 
arrivmg  empty,  took  in    127,000  bushel*, 
in  four  hours  and  a  half. 

This  expeditious  work  is  aooomplished 
by  a  series  of  elevators,  which  are  justly 
considered  as  perfect  of  their  kind.  They 
are  located  beside  deep    water,    so    that 
the  largest  ships  can  approach;  and  are 
worked    by    night    as    well    as  by  day. 
Nowhere   on    the  great   chain  of  lakes 
is    grain    handled    so    quickly.    There 
are     at     present      sixteen     elevators, 
with    a    united    yearly      capacity     of 
nearly  21,000,000  of  bushels.     Duluth  is 
as  near  as  Chicago  to    the  Eastern  sea- 
board, and  much  nearer    by  rail  to   the 
great     wheat     and     corn    districts   of 
the  West.    The  tributary  territory  com- 
prises more  than  3000  miles    on  the    St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis    and    Manitoba    rail- 
road,   and      13,0(X)   miles    in    addition, 
served  by  the  Northern  Pacific  and  other 
lines  that  converge  upon  Duluth.  When 
it  is  remembered  that  the  first  railroad 
was  only  constructed   in    1870,  from  St. 
Paul,  and  that  for  some    years  all    com- 
munication with  the  East  and  West  was 
by  way  of  Chicago,  the  development  has 
been  marvelloua      There  is  now    direct 
and  independent  connection    with    the 
seaboard,  irrespective  of    the  lakes,    by 
the  Duluth,  South  Shore    and   Atlantic 
railroad.    This  was   effected    last  year. 
One  important  result  has    been    a   con- 
siderable reduction  in  freight. 

The  future  growth  of  Duluth  will 
largely  depend  upon  her  trade  with 
Manitoba,  the  Dakotas  and  the  vast  Sas- 
katchewan region.  The  valley  of  the 
Red  Kiver  alone  contains  10,000  square 
miles  of  fertile  farming  land.  In  the 
central  belt  of  Minnesota  stands  the 
largest  tract  of  white  pine  on  the  whole 
American  continent.  The  eastern  belt 
contains  the  greatest  deposits  of  high- 
grade  iron  ore  in  the  world,  besides 
abundance  of  silver.  Duluth  is  the 
natural  port  for  this  wealthy  region.  It 
is  also  the  natural  port  of  entry  for 
coal  brought  through  the  lakes.  A  mil- 
lion and  a  half  tons  arrived  last  year  for 
consumption  in  the  Western  region, 
heretofore  supplied  from  Chicago  or  Mil- 
waukee, or  from  the  coalfields  of  Iowa. 
The  present  territory  for  coal  sales  in- 
cludes the  whole  of  Minnesota,  nearly 
the  whole  of  Dakota  and  Montana,  with 
parts  of  Wisconsin  and  Nebraska.  * 

The  lumber  trade  is  valuable  and  is 
growing  rapidly.  Many  important  manu- 
factures and  industries  are  being  estab- 
lished, such  as  flour  mills,  car  Imilding, 
iron  and  steel  works,  wood  working, 
shipyards,  with  necessary  banks,  loan 
and  trust  companies  and  insurance 
offices.  A  quarter  of  a  million  sterling 
has  been  expended  during  the  past  two 
years  on  the  streets.  Last  year  nearly 
800  public  buildings  and  private  houses 
were  erected  at  a  cost  of  half  a  million 
sterling.  The  city  bids  fair  to  become, 
before  the  end  of  the  century,  one  of  the 
largest,  most  handsome  and  wealthy  in 
the  Northwest.  It  cannot  help  growing 
at  a  rapid  rate,  in  size,  population,  trade 
and  riches.  Among  its  prominent  citi- 
zens are  men  of  great  sagacity',  enter- 
reeouroe.  Capital  is  being

still  members  of  this  house,    and  of  the 
senate  of  the  United  States, 
C  Resolved,  That  there  shall   be  at  once 
an  investigation    by  this    house    of  the 
statements  printed  in  the  said  journals 
and  publicly  denominated  the  ballot  box 
scandal. 

Mr.  Breckenridge  of  Kentucky,  whose 
name  is  appended  to  the  alleged  con- 
tract, vigorously  denied  any  Imowledge 
thereof.  The  resolution  was  adopted 
and  the  report  of  the  Silcott  committee 
was  presented  to  the  house. 

.\fter  some  unimportant  routine  busi- 
ness, the  introduction  of  bills  was  re- 
sumed in  the  senate.  Mr.  Butler  intro- 
duced a  bill  providing  for  emigration  of 
persons  of  color  from  the  Southern 
states,  and  Mr.  Stewart  presented  his 
free  coinage  bill.  After  a  brief  execu- 
tive session,  the  senate  adjourned  until 
Monday,  as  did  the  house.

Kztrsurdinary  F«cuUiu-itl<M  of  One  Ellen 
Vng«  of  London. 

London,  Dec.  12. — A  very  singular 
and  extraordinary  story  was  related  to 
Magistrate  Corser  at  the  Dalston  police 
court  concerning  the  misadventures  uf 
one  Ellen  Page.  She  has  been  in  tbe 
service  of  a  Mr.  Goodship  for  three 
years,  and  her  oonduct  under  ordinary 
conditions  is  unexceptionable,  but  she 
has  peculiarities.

The 
evidence  of  the  singular  predisposition 
to  which  the  girl  is  subject,  left  no 
doubt  upon  the  magistrate's  mind  that 
she  had  no  dishonest  intent  when  she 
took  the  shoes  and  he  accordingly  dis- 
charged her.

In  that  respect  the  deal 
is  a  good  one.  For  Duluth  elevator 
companies  and  grain  men  have  hereto- 
fore controlled  no  lines  of  country 
houses,  while  Minneapolis  has  had  all  in 
the  Northwest. 

Judge  Carey:  It  cannot  do  us  any 
harm  as  I  see,  even  if  the  elevators  are 
sold  to  outside  partie&  It  is  not  to  be 
supposed  for  a  moment  these  parties  are 
investing  money  here  for  fun. 

City  Assessor  Cooley:  Don't  think  it 
will  make  any  difference  to  us.  Most  of 
the  stock,  as  I  understand  it,  belongs  to 
outside  parties  anyway.) 

Ward  Ames:  An  option  has  been 
given,  but  I'll  wager  950  that  the  deal 
has  not  been  closed.

AUSTRIA    WANTS   A   CANAL. 

A  fruject  to  Connect  the  Rivers  Danube 
and  Oder  by  Canal. 

Vienna,  Dec.  12. — The  diet  of  Lower 
Austria  has  approved  a  proposal  of  its 
committee  to  request  the  government  to 
promote  as  much  as  possible  the  pro- 
jected construction  of  a  canal  which, 
starting  direct  from  Vienna,  is  to  con- 
nect the  Danube    and    the   Oder. 

The  resolution  also  recommends 
tbe  government,  if  necessary,  to 
give  pecuniary  support  to  any 
private  enterprise  organized  with 
the  object  of  carrying  out  the 
scheme,  and  declares  that  in  such  a  case 
the  country  should  contribute  even 
more  than  5  per  cent  towards  the  cost 
of  construction.  The  scheme  j>rovides 
that  Vienna  shall  be  the  principal  port. 

THE  CHICAGO  ELECTION. 

Indicationo  are  Tliat  the'  Drainage    Trus- 
tees Will  be  Democratic. 

Chicago,  Dec.  12. — So  far  as  the  voting 
has  gone  here  today  for  the  election  of 
the  nine  trustees  who  will  have  abso- 
lute charge  and  control  of  the  great 
drainage  project,  the  indications  are  that 
the  regular  democratic  ticket  will  prove 
to  be  the  winner. 

The  undertaking  is  one  of  national  im- 
portance, and  the  expenditure  it  is  likely 
to  involve,  is  estimated  at  as  high  a 
figure  as  $50,000,000. 

The  citizens  or  independent  ticket 
nominated  at  the  last  moment  did  not 
develop  the  strength  expected,  but  the 
results  cannot  be  safely  predicted  until 
the  close  of  the  polls  as  to  its  effect 
upon  the  probable  success  of  the  repub- 
lican nominees.

Cronin,  States  Attorney  Longenecker 
this  morning  obtained  the  consent  of  the 
court  for  a  temporary  postponement. 
Mr.  Mills's  indisposition  is  said .  to  be  of 
a  serious  character.

In  Johnstown. 

Johnstown,  Pa.,  Dec.  12.  -  The  inves- 
tigation into  the  cause  of  the  late  the- 
ater disaster  was  concluded  shortly  be- 
fore midnight,  and  a  verdict  rendered 
that  death  was  caused  in  each  case  by 
suffocation  in  the  jam  resulting  from  a 
panic  precipitated  by  a  false  alarm  of 
fire  in  Pashee  Opera  house  during  a  per- 
formance. 

The  jury  also  found  that  owing  to  an 
insufficient  number  of  exits,  the  narrow- 
ness and  faulty  construction  of  the 
house,  the  building  is  entirely  unsafe 
for  any  public  gathering  and  lequeets 
the  autnorities  to  take  proper  measures 
to  prevent  any  public  assemblies  in  the 
building  ae  now  constructed. 

The  funerals  of  some  of  the  victims 
will  take  place  this  afternoon  and  the 
others  will  be  buried  tomorrow.  A  vis- 
itor to  Johnstown  cannot  but  be  forci- 
bly struck  by  the  unconcern  and  cool- 
ness with  which  the  citizens  on  every 
hand  view  this  last  disaster.  "There 
were  no  weeping  women  lingering  about 
the  morgue,  no  knots  of  men  standing 
around  street  comers,  discussing  the 
event.  All  persons  approached  for  in- 
formation gave  it  without  a  touch  of 
pathos  or  of  sentiment  ana  treated  the 
whole  affair  as  an  every -day.  occurrence. 

There  is  logical  explanation  of  all 
this.  For  over  six  months  the  people  of 
Johnstown  have  seen  more  dead  bodies 
probably  than  those  of  any  other  com- 
munity in  the  world.

Levi  Mayer,  the  well-known  agent  of 
the  English  sj-ndicate,  announced  yes- 
terday, as  reported  in  The  Herald  extra, 
that  the  deal  for  the  Duluth  elevators 
had  been  closed.

Obviously  from  this  remark  The  News 
has  not  yet  received  the  news  publishml 
several  days  ago  announcing  the  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  price  for  the  Van 
Dusen  system  of  elevators  through  this 
"same  Napoleon  of  finance."  There  is 
no  "Van  Dusen- Elliot  system"  of  ele- 
vators, so  that  it  IS  natural  that  Mr. 
Mayer  did  not  buy  it  and  will  not  buy 
it.  The  Van  Dusen- Eliot  company  of 
this  city  is  a  leading  grain  company, 
that  owns  no  elevators,  though  its  mem- 
bers are  interested  in  the  Van  Dusen 
system.  The  purchase  announced  by 
Mr.  Mayer  yesterday  is  the  conclusion 
of  an  option  (covering  elevators  of  nearly 
1.3,0U0,lAXJ  bushels  capacity,  including 
those  owned  by  the  Lake  Superior  Eleva- 
tor company  and  the  Union  Improvement 
and  Elevator  company  of  Duluth.  It 
includes  also  oerUin  country  lines  of 
elevattjrs  which  will  be  made  tributary 
to  Duluth  by  this  deal.  The  option 
which  has  been  given  does  not  expire 
until  the  first  of  February,  and  it 
is  not  necessary  that  the  stockholders 
of  the  Duluth  elevator  companies  should 
be  informed  officially  of  the  closing  of 
the  purchaBe  until  that  date.  There  is 
no  reason,  however,  for  discrediting  the 
authoritative  statement  of  the  purchaser^ 
except  such  slim  satisfaction  as  may  be 
gained  by  jibing  at  Mr.  Mayer  and  pre- 
tending that  news  is  not  news  because 
The  News  does  not  know  it 

The  prit»  paid  for  the  Duluth  ele- 
vators in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  option  is  almost  ^2,(100,000,  with  an 
mlditional  amount  to  cover  the  outside 
purchases,  which  will  not,  however, 
carry  the  %ure8  up  to  the  full  amount 
of  the  round  sum  mentioned  in  the  dis- 
patch. The  stock  of  the  Duluth  com- 
panies is  chielly  ht-M  outside,  in  Boston, 
Chicago,  and  New  \urk,  but  the  trans- 
fer will  obviously  l>e  of  chief  importance 
to  this  city.  It  is  impossible  to  predict 
in  advance  the  precise  effect  of  the 
transfer,  but  its  inclusion  of  our  ele- 
vators in  the  most  comprehensive  system 
of  the  Northwest,  and  its  attraction  of 
English  capital  here  may  well  be  of  ex- 
traordinary service  to  oar  city.

romantic.  She  is  Mrs.  Mary  Scheniey, 
widow  of  a  captain  in  the  British  army, 
and  she  has  just  presented  Pittsburg 
with  300  acres  of  ground  and  an  option 
on  an  a«.Ijoining  tract  of  100  acres  at  a 
figure  far  below  that  asked  by  owners  of 
adjoining  property.  Her  only  stipulation 
is  that  the  park  shall  bear  her  name,  and 
the  request  will  be  gladly  complied 
with. 

One  instance  of  the  fortunes  made  by 
owners  of  land  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  new  park  is  th  t 
of  a  man  who  six  years  ago 
purchased  a  track  for  88500;  since  the 
announcement  of  the  park  project  he 
has  sold  it  for  *100,000.  Mrs,  Schenley's 
generosity  does  not  stop  here.  In  the 
near  future  she  will  build  a  magnificent 
asylum  for  the  blind,  to  be  mo<.lelled 
after  a  celebrated  London  institution, 
and  she  will  donate  ten  acres  for  the 
purpose. 

Previous  to  the  announcement  of  these 
gifts,  Mrs.  Scheniey   was  a    very    much 
reviled  woman.    She  was  denounced   as 
a      heartlees    aristocrat,    who    lived    a 
luxurious  life  in  a  foreign  land  from  the 
income    of    her    vast    Pittsburg  estate, 
upon  which  not  a  cent  was  expended  for 
improvement.    Mrs.  Scheniey  is  now  for 
the  first  time  selling    ground    in    Pitta- 
burg.     Heretofore,  she  has  simply  leased 
It,    principally    to      poor      people,   who 
erected  thereon  miserable  shanties.    She 
owns  nearly    the    entire    First    ward. 
Probably       no       single      person     re- 
siding     in      a      foreign     land      owns 
so  much  property  in  any  American  city 
as  does   Mrs.   Scheniey.      The  value  of 
her  Pittsburg  property  is   hard  to  esti- 
mate, but  it  cannot  be  far  from  $20,000,- 
000. 

Mrs.  Scheniey  was  Miss  Mary  Croghan, 
the  only  child  of  Col.  George  Croghan, 
at  one  time  an  officer  of  the  United 
States  army,  who,  half  a  century  ago, 
was  prominent  in  the  affairs  of  western 
Pennsylvania.  At  IG  Mary  was  sent  to 
a  private  school  for  young  ladies  on 
Staten  island.  The  school  was  presided 
over  by  an  English  woman.  A  relative, 
Capt.  Edward  Scheniey  of  the  British 
army,  came  to  visit  her.  He  fell  in  love 
with  the  young  Pittsburg  girl,  and  she 
returned  the  affection.  They  eloped  to 
New  York,  were  married,  and  sailed  for 
England  at  once.  Col.  Croghan  and 
Capt.  Scheniey  are  long  since  dead,  and 
Mrs.  Schenley's  daughters  are  married, 
all  of  them  into  the  English  aristoc- 
racy. 

The  old  Croghan  mansion,  in  the 
east  end  of  Pittsburg,  stands  as  a 
romantic  reminder  of  the  family. 
Curious  Pittsburgers  frequently  secure 
permits  to  gaze  upon  the  life-size  family 
portraits  and  the  magnificent  ballroom. 
Everything  is  just  as  the  owners  left  it, 
bedrooms  and  all,  and  a  visitor  to  the 
house  is  impressed  with  dreams  of  an 
old-fashioned  aristocracy  of  half  a  cen- 
tury ago.

iiome   AdvantHges  Offered    Tlieiu 
Cuban  Government. 

Havana,  Dec.  12.— Four  days  ago  the 
first  installment  of  immigrants  sent  from 
Spain,  under  the  new  laws  of  immigra- 
tion, arrived  here.  This  question,  to- 
gether with  that  of  railroads  and  public 
works,  is  the  great  question  of  the  day 
here,  and  all  are  pushed  forward  with 
remarkable  activity. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  no 
prejudices  exist  in  regard  to  the  grant- 
ing of  valuable  concessions  to  North 
America,  and  it  is  now  rumored  that  a 
tirm  of  American  contractors  will  build 
the  waterworks,  of  which  the  city  stands 
in  great  need.  As  to  immigration,  the 
present  governor-general  is  strongly  sup- 
porting the  eflForts  made  by  the  planters 
of  Cuba,  who  will  try  and  establish  a 
steady  current  of  immigration  to  these 
shores.  What  is  wanted  is  an  immi- 
gration of  permanent  residents. 

The  Spanish  government  has  approved 
this  policy.  Among  other  advantages 
secured  to  bona  fide  immigrants,  each 
family  shall  receive  thirty  acres  of  land, 
a  house,  beds,  furniture,  wearing  apparel, 
one  milch  cow,  a  pig,  twelve  hens  and  a 
sum  of  money  sufficient  for  six  months' 
rations.

London,  Deo.  13. — Ab  has  been  antici- 
pateil  for  several  days  past,  the  strike  of 
the  stokers  of  the  South  Metropolitan 
Gas  company  was  declared  on  today,  and 
one  of  the  most  serious  labor  troubles 
which  has  ever  broke  out  in  the  city 
presents  itself.  It  is  expected  that  the 
movement  will  involve  all  the  gas  works 
throughout  the  metropolis,  and  it  has 
already  extended  to  other  large  cities 
throughout  the  kingdom. 

There  is  no  improvement  in  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  at  Manchester,  where 
2(XX_)  men  have  gone  out,  although  so  far 
no  active  attempts  have  been  made  to 
intimidate  the   men  who  have  assumed 

I  the  place  of  some  of  the  strikers.  A 
peaceful  solution  of  the  situation  of 
affairs  here,  while  hoped  for,  is  very  far 
from  being  assured,  and  the  police  are 
believed  to  be  in  sympathy  with  the 
strikers.  There  has  never  before  been 
such  an  imminent  upheaval  throughout 
the  labor  world  apprehended  as  that 
which  today's  eventa  threaten.  Chief  of 
Police  Muuro  has  held  a  conference  with 
Home  Secretary  Matthews,  who  is  un- 
derstood to  be  in  favor  of  vigilant  and 
repressive  opposition  to  any  interference 
with  the  rights  of  men  who  are  willing 
to  work,  ana  he  has  given  rigorous  in- 
structions to  the  police  authorities  in 
thi«»  direction. 

The  aspect  of  affairs  in  South  London 
verj-  plainly  indicates  that  a  concerted 
movement  is  on  foot  affecting  the  entire 
domain  of  labor,  and  the  outlook  is 
rendered  still  more  grave  by  the 
threatened  strikes  on  the  Great  North- 
em  and  Northeastern  railroads,  which 
any  hour  may  bring  about.

The  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried 
during  the  past  season  was  5,370,361) 
tons,  showing  a  gain  of  4'27,4'21  tons  this 
year.  The  value  of  property  carrieti  on 
the  canals  during  the  past  season  was 
$154,r)84,222;  tons  of  freight  shippe<l  for 
New  York  was  1,903,774,  and  was  valued 
at  »50,7i)4,878. 

The  number  of  new  boats  on  the 
canals  was  58;  capacity  of  11,918  tons. 

On  the  Champlain  canal,  it  is  shown 
that  132,430  tons  were  shipped  from  this 
state  into  Canada,  while  199,022  tons 
came  from  Canada.  In  all,  85,551  tons 
were  shipped  into  Vermont.  The  fastest 
time  ever  made  on  the  canals  was  made 
by  the  steamer  Corties,  which  arrived  in 
West  Troy  on  Sunday,  December  1,  last. 
This  boat  left  Buffalo  loaded  with  6,100 
bushels  of  wheat,  and  made  the  distance, 
345  miles,  in  four  days  and  a  half. 

The  canals  were  opened  for  publio  use 
on  May  1,  and  closed  at  midnight 
November  30.

The  ParlUmentary  CommlMion   BeKins  lUt 
Sittings  and  its  Worlc. 

London,  Dec.  13.— The  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  special  commission  act, 
1888,  to  inquire  and  report  upon  the 
charges  and  allegations  made  against 
certain  members  of  parliament  in  con- 
nection with  the  great  Times-Parnell 
suit  assembled  toilay,  and  have  entered 
upon  the  preparation  of  their  findings. 

The  proceedings  began  Oct  22  last 
year,  the  investigation,  which  is  one  of 
the  most  memorable  in  English  judicial 
annals,  extending  over  a  period  of 
thirteen  months.  The  dramatic  interest 
of  the  inquiry  largely  centered  in  the 
personsof  Major  "LeCaron" and  Richard 
Piggott.  The  former  immortalized  him- 
self as  the  embodiment  of  all  the  craft, 
alertness  and  dexterous  shrewdness  to 
be  sought  for  in  a  secret  agent.  The 
latter,  after  unnumbered  perjuries  forced 
from  him  in  the  course  of  a  pitiless  cross- 
examination,  confessed  the  forgery  of 
the  notorious  letters,  and  blew  his  brains 
out  in  the  Hotel  des  Ambassadeurs  in 
Madrid. 

The  total  number  of  witnesses  ex- 
amined in  the  course  of  the  investiga- 
tion was  500,  and  to  them  98,267  ques- 
tions were  put.  The  official  report  will 
fill  7096  pages,  and  will  be  the  biggest 
account  of  judicial  proceedings  ever  pub- 
lished by  the  stationery  office.

Beeent    Flghtins   Between    Political  Fac- 
tions In  Bnull;  Much    Bad  Blood. 

New    Yobk,   Dec.  13.— A  special  dis 
patch  from  Maranhao  Brazil,  says: 

Arrived  at  St.  Luiz  de  Maranhao  this 
morning,  400  miles  from  Paris,  I  found 
the  place  in  a  repressed  state  of  excite 
ment.  There  htwl  been  fighting  between 
the  imperialists  and  republicans  imme- 
diately after  the  dethronement  of  Dom 
Pedro,  and  Nov.  28  the  excitement  grew 
so  great  that  the  military  fired  on  the 
people,  seventy  of  whom  were  killed 
The  attempt  to  create  a  revolt  was  un- 
doubtedly the  work  of  the  imperialists 
and  the  Portuguese. 

Maranhao  is  naturally  inclined  to 
royalism.  It  is  the  fourth  city  of  the 
empire  and  the  capital  of  the  rich  and 
important  province  of  the  same  name. 

The  population  is  well-to-do  and  the 
Portuguese  who  feel  an  interest  in  the 
upholding  of  the  royal  and  imperial 
system  made  an  important  element  in  it. 
A  large  number  of  Portuguese  colonists, 
too,  land  here.  The  Brazilian  population 
does  not  amount  to  over  one-third  of  the 
city.  At  present  the  city  is  quiet  so  far 
as  concerns  actual  disturbances,  but 
there  is  still  much  going  on,  and  serious 
trouble  is  likely  to  occur  if  the  imper- 
ialists and  the  Portuguese  persist  in  re- 
fusing to  acknowledge  the  altered  con- 
dition of  atTairs. 

"There  must  have  been  innumerable 
petty  attempts  of  the  imperialiHts  to 
make  disturbances  throughout  the  prov- 
ince of  Maranho,  but  nothing  serious 
enough  to  place  the  future  of  the  repub- 
lic in  danger. 

The  Daily  Globe  of  Marahhao  is  de- 
fending earnestly  the  cause  of  the  re- 
Eublic.  Francisco  de  Paulo  Duarte 
elfore,  it«  editor,  has  tried  to  speak  at 
meetings,  but  has  been  cried  down. 
Most  of  the  rich  men  are  leaning 
towards  conservatism,  and  are  the  hope 
of  the  imperialists.  One  of  the  leaders 
of  these  is  the  Baron  de  (luahy,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  late  chamber  of  deputies  and 
one  of  the  greatest  millionaires  in 
Brazil,  and  said  to  be  in  consultation 
with  the  conservative  leaders  in  Babifl, 
Maranhao  and  Cenra,  where  the  oau  d 
'  of  Dom  Pedro  is  strongest.

The  Great  Northern  Uailway  Has  Trouble 
In  Ortcauizing. 

St.  Paul,  Dec.  13.— Hall  4  Kilpatrick 
will  probably  make  their  argument  this 
afternoon  before  Attorney-General 
Clapp  in  the  action  against  the  Great 
Northern  Railway  company  to  compel  it 
to  show  cause  as  to  its  legal  corporate 
existence.  Messrs.  Hall  k.  Kilpatrick 
represent,  through  a  New  York  law  firm, 
certain  stockholders  of  the  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  Ik  Manitoba  company.  This 
application,  sent  to  the  attorney-general 
Dec.  5,  is  as  follows: 

We  inform    you  that  J.  J.  Hill  and 
Henry  D.  Minot  have,  ever  since  Oct.  2, 
1880,  unlawfully   used  and   do   use    the 
franchise    to    be  a  corporation    in  the 
state  of    Minnesota,  and  pretend  that 
they  are  a  corporation  with  the  name  of 
the  Great  Northern   Railway  company, 
and  have  also  unlawfully  used  the  fol- 
lowing franchises  to    run  and  operate 
a    railroad  in  the  state  of    Minnesota 
claiming  to  be  organized  as    a    corpora- 
tion on  Oct.  2,  1889,  under    acts    of  the 
legislative  assembly  of  the  territory  of 
Minnesota.    The  act  of  1865  is  void  and 
unconstitutional,  and  gave  no  authority 
to  J.  J.  Hill  and  Henry  D.   Minot  to  be 
a  corporation.     We  further  inform  you 
that  there  never    has    been    any    right 
whatsoever  for  said  persons    to  exercise 
the  franchises  of  a  railroad,  either  under 
the    pretended    name   of     the     "Great 
Northern  Railway  Company   of   Minne- 
sota," or  any  other  name. 

Wherefore,  we  ask  that  leave  be 
granted  to  file  an  injunction  against 
them  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into 
their  authority  to  exercise  the  franchise 
aforesaid.

WILL   THE    DEAL    BE    MADE? 

An  Outline  of  the  Brotherhood- Association 
Agreement. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  Dec.  13.— At  the  re- 
cent meeting  of  the  American  association, 
President  Zach  Phelps  and  Allan  W. 
Thurman,  the  legal  adviser  of  the 
Columbus  club,  were  appointed  a  com 
mittee  to  formulate  a  proposition  or 
agreement  under  the  provisions  of  which 
could  be  brought  about  an  amalgama 
tion  of  the  Brotherhood  and  American 
association.  That  committee  has  per- 
formed its  work  and  is  ready  to  report 
progress.  The  document  is  a  voluminous 
one,  but  its  salient  points  can  be  enumer- 
ated as  follows: 

First— The  full  amalgamation  of  the 
two  organizations. 

Second— The  total  abrogation  of  the 
reserve  clause  in  all  future  contracts. 

Third— The  abolition  of  Sunday  games. 

Fourth— Each  club  to  fix  the  price  of 
admission  on  its  own  grounds. 

Fifth— The  formation  of  a  guarantee 
fund,  out  of  which  all  players  shall  re- 
ceive their  salaries  the  first  and  fifteenth 
of  each  month,  without  regard  to  re- 
ceipts. 

Sixth— The  organization  of  a  board  of 
control,  made  up  as  may  hereafter  be  de- 
termined, shall  have  full  power  in  the 
new  body,  to  which  all  appeals  shall  be 
made. 

Another  important  step  taken  was  the 
preparation  of  plans  looking  toward  the 
protection  of  players  in  the  association 
who  are  not  signed  but  reserved  by  the 
various  clubs.  Rumors  have  been  afloat 
and  some  damaging  testimony  received 
as  to  the  efforts  of  the  National  League 
to  secure  certain  players,  but  the  line  of 
action  determined  upon  will  preclude 
the   possibility  of   the   league   getting 

The  correspondence  in  relation  to  the 
proposed  amalgamation  is  now  being 
carried  on  between  Ward  and  President 
Phelps,  and  to  the  former  is  due  some  of 
the  features  of  the  agreement  quoted 
above.  The  idea  of  allowing  each  city 
to  fix  its  own  rates  of  admission  is  dis- 
tinctively Ward's.  Not  a  single  American 
association  player  has  been  approached 
in  the  interest  of  the  brotherhood 
since  the  visit  of  Ward  to  this  city  two 
weeks  since,  and  the  contract  of  Gus 
Weybing  of  the  Atlanta  club,  announced 
a  few  days  ago,  was  entered  into  a  month 
ago.  Ward  sends  word  that  no  associa- 
tion player  will  be  touched  until  the 
outcome  of  the  present  negotiations  are 
determined.  The  local  management  and 
their  legal  counsel  think  there  is  no 
doubt  of  the  success  of  the  amalgama- 
tion.

— Every  availaole 
foot  of  standing  room  in  the  court  room, 
which  has  for  four  months  been  the 
scene  of  the  famous  Cronin  trial  was 
thronged  to  its  utmost  by  a  bustling, 
eager  crowd,  that  congregated  this  morn- 
ing to  witness  the  closing  scenes  of  this 
most  sensational  drama. 

States  Attorney  Longenecker  made 
the  closing  argument  on  behalf  of  the 
state,  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mr.  Mills 
to  whom  that  task  had  been  assigned. 

The  case  will  go  to  the  jury  very  soon 
and  no  great  skill  is  needed  to  tell  the  re- 
sult. It  is  universally  believed  that 
hanging  for  some  and  life  imprisonment 
for  others  will  be  the  verdict.

DOMESTIC    PIRATES. 

Pirates  on  the  Mississippi  Captured  by  the 
Police. 
Cairo,  111.,  Dec.  13.  —  Eleven  river 
pirates,  eight  men  and  three  women, 
were  captured  by  Marshal  Mahone  this 
morning.  The  gang  had  come  in  a 
shanty  boat  down  the  Mississippi  from 
Alton  and  had  embarked  at  various 
points.  Wednesday  night  they  made  a 
raid  on  the  office  of  Norton's  stove  fac- 
tory, on  the  Mississippi  side  of  the  city, 
overpowered  the  watchman  and  fore- 
man, blindfolded  them  and  then  blew 
the  safe  to  pieces,  carrying  off  f60  and 
valuable  papers.  Marshal  Mahone  and 
a  posse  armed  with  Winchesters  followed 
them  down  the  river  in  a  tug  and 
brought  them  back  with  their  plunder. 

Sulphuric  Acid  in  His  Coffee, 

Akkon,  O.,  Dec.  13. — A  few  days  ago 
somebody  put  sulphuric  acid  in  the  lunch 
coffee  of  Michael  Lee,  an  employe  of  the 
Akron  Iron  company,  and  Lee  was  so 
badly  burned  by  the  acid  that  he  died 
shortly  afterward.  It  was  supposed  that 
this  was  simply  a  practical  joke,  but  to- 
day Harry  Gregg,  at  the  same  establish- 
ment, found  sulphuric  acid  in  a  water 
pitcher  and  drank  of  it,  receiving  in- 
juries that  will  prove  fatal  within  a  few 
hours.  The  firm  uses  sulphuric  acid  for 
cleaning  iron,  and  -400  workmen  are  em- 
ployed where  these  poisonings  have 
occurred.  No  cause  can  be  assigned, 
and  no  clews  are  known. 

Muck  Bar-Iron  to  be  Advanced. 
PiTTSuuRu,  Pa.,  Dec.  13.  —At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Western  Iron  association  next 
week,  the  price  of  muck-bar  iron  is  to  be 
advanced  to  the  two-cent  card  rate. 
Under  the  rules  of  the  Amalgamated 
Association  of  Iron  and  Steel  workers, 
the  workmen  will  then  be  entitled  to  an 
increase  of  wages.  This  is  something 
that  has  not  occurred  in  the  middle  of 
the  scale  year  for  a  decade.  About  50,- 
000  workmen  will  be  affected  altogether. 

A  Hard  Old  Man. 

New  York,  Dec.  1.3.— Dr.  Louis  P. 
Aldricb,  of  40  Bach  street,  a  tottering 
old  man  of  72  years,  was  held  in  the 
Tombs  police  court  today,  on  the  charge 
of  assaulting  two  12-year-old  girls.  It 
was  alleged  that  on  numerous  occasions 
he  induced  children  to  visit  his  office  by 
giving  them  candy  and  small  sums  of 
money.  He  made  no  attempt  to  deny 
the  charge._ 

Kanflall  Improving. 

Washington,  Dec.  13.— Representa- 
tive Samuel  J.  Randall  was  so  much  im- 
proved yesterday  that  he  got  up  and 
walked  about  the  house  for  some  time.

Banning's  line,   which   is  an  imaginary 
one,  every  point  of  which  is  equally  dis- 
tant   from  Chicago  and    Duluth.     Vou 
will  be  surprised  to  find  how  much   ter 
ritory  lies  nearer  Duluth  than    you   had 
always  thought  nearer  Chicago.    Half 
of  Wisconsin,  half  of  Iowa,  and  virtually 
the  whole  of  Nebraska,   wuh   her  corn 
and  wheat,  and  all   of  the   rapidly -devel- 
oping   Northwest,    to    which     England 
yearly   looks    for    her    tinest    wheat   to 
bring  up  the  grade  of    her    tlour    made 
from  Russian  and  India  grain.     Freight 
rates  from   the  Northwest   are  cheaper 
than  to  Chicago,  while  each  are    equally 
distant   from  tide-water,  and  today   the 
wheat    receipts    of     the     former    may 
well  cause  the  latter  to  ask  where  it  will 
end. 

Consider  for  a  moment  some  of  the 
easily  authenticate^l  statistics  regarding 
Duluth,  and  note  what  progress  has  been 
made.    In    1880     the    population    was 
3470  and  the  place  was  reached  after  a 
journey  through  the  pine  wilderness  of 
Minnesota,  and  then  only  presenting  a 
town  depressed  and  dull,  a  main  street 
lined  with  emptv  stores  and  warehouses, 
and   the  sloping   hillsides  covered  with 
blackened  stumps.     To-day  45,000  is  a 
conservative  estimate  of  the  population, 
while  Superior,  with   her    l.'>,000,  practi- 
cally a  part  of  Duluth,  would  bring  it  up 
to  (Jlt.UOO.  The  magic  of  American  energy 
and  push   and  the  development  of   the 
region  tributary  to  her  has  forced  her  to 
the  front,  and  she  stands  today  a  beauti- 
ful city,  supplied  with  all  the   modern 
improvements  and  rapidly  fulhlling  the 
destiny   that   far-sighted   men  had  pre- 
dicted for  her.    [Here  follow  statistics.] 
There  is  little  question  but  that  in  the 
years  to  come  Duluth  will  be  one  of  the 
greatest  milling  centers  of  this  country, 
and  a   glanc%   will    prove  conclusively 
why.      Duluth  has  elevator  capacity  of 
20,000,000  bushels.      The  great  mills  of 
which  Minneapolis  is  justly  proud  have 
gotten    beyond    the    use   of    water  for 
power.      Duluth     has    a     never-failing 
water  power  at  hand,  which  would  give 
her  enough    and  to   spare  for    all  her 
wants.      It  costs  about  $1.50  a  ton  to 
freight  coal  from  Duluth  to  Minneapolis, 
and  all  their  coal  comes  from   Duluth. 
Besides  this    is    the  return  freight  on 
Hour.       A   mill   in    Duluth    saves   both 
these  expenses.      A  large  proportion  of 
Minneapolis  tlour  goes  through  Duluth, 
and  she  has  a  dock  storage  for  1,000,000 
barrels.      Freight  rates  on  wheat  are  in 
favor  of  Duluth. 

The  great  mills  of  Minneapolis  will  no 
doubt  continue  to  run  for  a  long  time, 
but  the  wedge  which  will  eventually 
crowd  her  to  the  wall  has  entered,  and 
Duluth  has  now  in  operation  one  of  the 
best-equipped  mills  in  America,  with  a 
daily  capacity  of  over  2000  barrels,  or 
nearly  half  that  of  the  largest  mill  in 
this  country.  There  is  the  strongest 
probability  of  the  location  there  of  two 
5000  barrel  mills  at  once.  The  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  men  will  fully  ap- 
preciate the  advantages  Duluth  offers  as 
a  milling  center,  and  when  mills  of  un- 
rivaled equipment  and  capacity  will  be 
located  there. 

An  Eastern  man  can  form  no  correct 
idea  of  Duluih  from  maps  and  heresay, 
but  let  him  see  the  substantial  work 
going  on  there,  and  the  oapital  being  in- 
vested, and  he  will  fully  understand 
that  the  prosperity  of  Duluth  is 
not  an  idle  boast,  that  there  is  no  "boom" 
of  land  for  the  advancement  of  a  few 
and  the  ruin  of  many,  that  she  has  her 
foundation  under  her  feet  and  not  over 
her  bead,  and  that  today  she  has  build- 
ings rapidly  nearing  completion,  railroad 
terminal  and  dock  improvement  well 
under  way,  which  represent  the  expen 
diture  of  over  $7,000,000  in  twelve 
months'  time.  Duluth  will  be  a  ruling 
power  in  our  land.

PiULAmcLi'HiA,  Dec.  13  The  work  of 
rehniug  sugar  was  begun  today  in  Claus 
Spreckels'    immense  new  sugar  retluery 

(on  the    Delaware  river,  at    the  foot  of 
Reed    street.    The   capacity  of    the  re- 
finery is  2,000,000  pounds  of  sugar  every 
twenty-four  hours.    The  buildings  now 
completed    consist    of    the    warehouse, 
having  an  area  of  18,000  feet;  the  finish - 
ing  house,  the  char  filtering  houses,  with 
a  total  area  of  41,344  feet;  the  pan  house, 
area  18,870  feet;  the    boiler    house,  area 
iy,U)0    feet;  the    bay  filter    house,  area 
'vKMjO  feet;  the  machine   shops,  area  1000 
feet;  the  barrel  factory,  area  25,0t)0  feet. 
Besides    these  are    tlie  offices    for  the 
engineer,  the    superintendent    and    the 
stafl'  of   clerks,  the    lalxjratory    of    the 
chemist  and  his  assistants,  and  Viie  build- 
ings  for  the   electric    light    plant    and 
machinery.      The    actual    cost   of    the 
buildings,  machinery  and    site    has    not 
been  definitely  stated,  but  it  is  believed 
that  it  will  amount  to  more  than  iC},000,- 
(KK).    Running  onto  the  refinery  property 
are  three  distinct  lines  of  railrotul,  form- 
ing  direct   communication  with    every 
section  of    country.     On    the    river  are 
three    wharves,  where    a  dozen    of    the 
largest  si /.od  ships  and  steamers  can  load 
or  discharge  at  the  same  time. 

Mr.  Sprp<;kel8  a  short  time  ago  de 
oide  1  to  duplicate  the  whole  of  the  build- 
ings described  above  and  now  in  oper- 
ation. This  will  give  the  refinery  a 
capacity  of  4,000,000  pounds  or  2000  tons 
of  sugar  every  twenty-four  hours.  Work 
was  begun  on  these  buildings  a  month 
ago  by  the  erection  of  a  dividing  fence, 
so  that  the  new  work  now  in  prt^rees 
will  not  interfere  with  that  which  is 
completed.  This  duplication  of  the  plant 
will,  it  is  expected,  be  completed  before 
the  end  of  next  year.

HU  Condition  KeKardtxl  as  Very  Critical  by 
Hi*  AttendunU. 

St.  Paui^  Dec.  13.— Word  was  received 
from  Minneapolis  that  Dr.  A.  A.  Ames 
was  not  expected  to  live  longer  than  6 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  His  illness  is 
similar  to  that  which  he  sutTered  from 
prior  to  his  trip  to  Europe. 

Until  recently  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ames  re- 
sided at  the  West  hotel,  but  as  Mrs. 
Ames  was  suffering  severely  from  the 
result  of  a  fall  several  months  back,  and 
the  doctor  was  far  from  well,  they  went 
to  reside  at  Dr.  Briggs'  house  in  Minne- 
apolis, where  they  now  are.

A  liew  Planlmg  Mill:  Cat  at  Several 
Mllla;  Not«8. 

A  planing  mill  wdl  be  added  next 
year  to  the  outtit  of  McJuean  &  Co., 
Canosia  lake,  seven  miles  from  city 
limita.  The  mill  itself  is  a  small  steam 
affair  and  has  cut  the  past  year  about 
500,00»>  feet.  Its  next  year's  work  will 
be  oonaideTably  nearer  a  million.  There 
are  *aO(},<XlO  feet  on  hand.  Shingles  will 
be  a  prominent  feature  of  the  work  next 
year  and  a  shingle  mill  will  be  put  in. 

E.  W.  Hopkins,  at  his  small  mill  at 
Minong,  a  few  milee  east  of  the  city,  has 
cut  this  year  about  400,000  feet.  He  has 
something  like  100,000  feet  on  hand.  He 
will  next  year  increase  this  cut  some- 
what. 

Waldref  A  Dunsmore,  at  Mahtowa,  on 
the  line  of  the  St.  Paul  A  Duluth,  have 
cut  this  year  2,500,000  feet  of  lumber. 
They  have  only  100,(X)0  feet  on  hand 
The  firm  has  about  thirty  men  in  the 
woods  and  is  busy  getting  out  3,000,000 
feet  for  next  year.  The  mill  is  a  new 
one,  having  been  in  operation  only  two 
years,  and  the  firm  has  worked  up  a  suc- 
cessful trade. 

Wages  in  the  woods  this  winter  are 
averaging  about  124  per  month,  and 
plenty  of  men  are  to  be  had.  The  mills 
along  the  line  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
road  are  doing  more  work  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  there  is  quite  a  good  deal  of 
logging  on  the  Eastern  also.  The  snow 
of  the  past  few  days  has  helped  out 
lumbermen,  and  they  are  now  hauling. 
Cold  and  snow  of  today  are  welcome 
also.  _____

The     Cronin     Jury     Still 
and  a  Disagreement 
Feared. 


It  is  Rumored,  However,  that  it 

is  Only  as  Regards 

Beggs. 


Chicago,  Dec.  14.- -According  to  the 
indications  this  morning,  the  fate  of  the 
five  men  who,  for  over  two  months,  have 
been  on  trial  for  the  murder  of  Dr. 
Patrick  Henry  Cronin  will  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  jury  before  night. 

Although  the  outward  and  visible 
signs  are  not  so  strongly  apparent,  the 
fact  remains  that  more  general  interest 
La  manifested  in  the  outcome  of  the 
present  case  than  was  exhibited  in  the 
closing  hours  of  the  trial  of  the  an- 
archists. 

The  immense  crowd  that  beseiged  the 
entrance  to  the  courtroom  this  morning, 
the  talk  in  the  popular  resorts  and  in 
business  circles  all  bore  evidence  to  the 
interest,  not  to  say  anxiety,  with  which 
the  verdict  is  awaited. 

At  10:40  this  morning  Judge  McCon- 
nell  entered  the  court  room  and  pro- 
ceeded at  ance  to  his  private  chamber. 
There  he  told  an  Associated  Press  re- 
porter that  he  had  received  no  communi- 
cation at  all  from  the  jurv  and  as  far  as 
he  knew  no  verdict  had  as  yet  been 
agreed  on. 

The  report  has  reached  one  of  the 
lawyers  for  the  prosecution  that  the 
jury  has  agreed  on  a  verdict  on  all  ex- 
cept Beggs. 

At  12  o'clock,  no  communication  hav- 
ing been  received  from  the  jury,  Judge 
McConnell  left  bis  chamber,  saying  he 
would  return  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  It  is 
stated  that  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  when 
rendered,  will  be  a  verdict  which  will  be 
conclusive;  that  is  to  say,  the  jury  will 
not  be  permitted  to  return  a  verdict  as 
to  the  guilt  of  any  one  or  more  of  the 
defendants  and  then  retire  for  further 
deliberation  as  to  the  fate  of  the  rest. 
Judge  McConnell  will  probably  accept 
the  return  of  the  jury  aa  final  and  allow 
no  delays. 

When  Judge  McConnell  had  reached 
his  office  after  2  o'clock,  he  said  to  an 
Associated  Press  reporter: 

"I  know  nothing,  except  that  they 
have  conveyed  to  me  the  information 
that  they  thought  it  unlikely  that  they 
would  be  able  to  arrive  at  a  verdict  till 
late.  Thrt  really  indicates  nothing  at 
all.  I  do  not  think  that  it  necessarily 
means  a  disagreement  or  a  stubborn 
jury.  It  simnly  means  that  thus  far  the 
jury  has  arrived  at  no  verdict — nothing 
else.  It  may  mean  that  they  are  de- 
liberating upon  the  evidence  or  that 
they  are  interpreting  the  instructions. 
It  cannot  be  surely  interpreted  as  mean- 
ing a  disagreement.  Do  not  jump  at 
conclusions.  There  is  a  great  deal  for 
the  jury  to  consider  in  this  case." 

It  was  thought  this  morning  that 
if  any  prognostication  could  be  made  on 
the  evidence  presented,  taken  in  oon- 
'1  ection  with  the  demeanor  of  tht  jury, 
the  following  verdict  will  be  brought 
into  court: 

First— We,  the  Jury,  And  the  defendants 
Dimicl  CouKhlln.  Martin  Burke  and  P.  O'Sul- 
Uraa  Kulliy  as  cbarK«d  in  the  Indiotmeat,  and 
fix  the  penalty  at  death. 

r*econd— We  find  the  defendant  John  P. 
Kun/e  Kuilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree, 
and  fix  nis  punishment  at  fifteen  years  Itnpris- 
unrnent  in  the  pt'uitentlary. 

Tbird-Wo  find  the  defendant  John  F.  Beggs 
not  guilty. 


MEMORIAL    EXERCISES. 

The  Koyal  Family  la  Att«ndance;  Princ* 
of  Wales  in  Poor  Health. 

London,  Dec.  14. — The  anniversary 
memorial  exercises  held  at  the  Prince 
Albert  Mausoleum  building  at  Frog- 
more  today  were  more  than  ordinarily 
solemn  and  impressive.  All  the  more 
prominent  members  of  the  royal  family 
were  present,  including  her  majesty  the 
Queen,  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales  and  family,  the  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Cdinburg,  the  Duchess  of  Albany, 
Princess  Louise,  Princess  Beatrice  and 
Prince  Christian. 

The  condition  of  the  health  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  excites  undisguised  con- 
cern among  the  members  of  the  royal 
family,  and  the  Queen  is  very  painfully 
affected  by  the  unmistakable  evidences 
of  the  prince's  fading  health.  There 
was  some  talk  of  the  prince  embarking 
upon  another  journey  to  the  Mediterran- 
ean for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  and  in 
order  to  escape  the  social  duties  imposed 
upon  him  while  resident  in  London,  but 
his  physicians  have  interposed  and  their 
prohibition  of  the  contemplated  journey 
has  augmented  the  fears  entertained  by 
the  immediate  members  of  the  royal 
family  and  the  kingdom  at  large.  The 
prince  is  disinclineid  to  submit  to  the 
operation  recommended  by  attending 
physicians.

The  number  of  the  sick  at  the  present 
moment  is  variously  estimated  at  from 
50,(XX>  to  150,000  jjersons  anil  for  certain 
reasons  it  is  dear  that  an  attempt  is 
Ijeing  made  by  the  authorities  to  sup- 
press a  full  knowledge  as  to  the  extent 
of  the  plague,  i)erhaps  for  the  fear  of  in- 
creasing its  intensity  should  a  panic  su- 
pervene. 

There  are  several  factories  where  work 
has  been  entirely  Btopi>ed;  a  tramway 
line  has  <jeaaed  to  run;  there  are  regi- 
ments in  which  scores  of  officers  are  laid 
up  and  many  households  in  which  every 
member  is  ill.  A  similar  epidemic  is 
said  to  liave  occurred  here  in  1882  when 
the  disease,  starting  in  Siberia,  made  its 
way  westward  as  far  as  Enijland.

Your  cor- 
respondent saw  members  of  the  com- 
pany operating  these  mills,  the  Wash- 
burn Crosby  company,  this  morning.

— Little 
doubt  is  entertained  that  the  cotton 
spinners  of  the  East  will  succeed  in  the 
formation  of  a  federation  which  will  be 
likely  to  have  a  most  important  bearing 
upon  the  future  of  the  great  weaving 
industries  of  this  section  of  the  country. 
At  the  conference  of  delegates  from  the 
New  England  and  Atlantic  states  which 
assembled  here  today  the  organization  of 
the  proposed  federation  has  been 
already  practically  determined  upon,  and 
the  project  is  said  to  have  received  the 
support  of  the  Federation  of  Labor, 
whose  convention  is  about  now  terminat- 
ing in  Boston. 

The  only  thing  that  has  heretofore  re- 
tarded the  establishment  of  a  powerful 
central  association  of  this  character  in 
the  cotton-weaving  districts  of  the  East 
is  said  to  be  due  in  no  small  measure  to 
the  fact  that  so  large  a  proportion  of 
the  operatives  were  Canadians  who  had 
not  yet  become  naturalized  residents 
and  citizens  of  the  Uiiited  States.

Washington,  Dec.  14.— Franklin  A. 
Gowen,  a  well-known  railroad  officer  and 
a  lawyer,  of  Pennsylvania,  shot  himself  a 
few  minutes  ago,  in  his  room  at  Worm- 
ley's  hotel,  and  died  almost  instantly.

He 
suffers  no  great  pain,  and  is  able  to  ■  go 
out  occasionally.  He  has  been  obliged, 
however,  to  cancel  his  engagements  for 
Boston,  which  was  to  begin  here  within 
three  weeks.  It  is  stated  late  tonight 
that  Mr.  Barrett  will  probably  cancel  all 
his  remaining  dates  for  this  season  ow- 
ing to  the  swelling  of  his  neck. 

Held  on  the  Chargb  of  Murder. 
Lafayette,  Ind.,  Dec.  14.— After  a 
two  days'  preliminary-  examination  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace,  the  bail  bond 
of  the  liev.  William  F.  Pettit,  charged 
by  affidavit  with  administering  poison  to 
his  wife,  was  fixed  at  i510,U(J0.  Mrs. 
Pettit  died  last  Jul. ,  her  death  indicat- 
ing strychnine  poisoning.  An  analysis 
of  the  stomach  revealed  over  half  a  grain 
of  strychnine,  and  her  husband  was  ar- 
rested last  week  at  Columbus,  O.  The 
accused  is  a  prominent  Methodist  minis- 
ter, and  at  present  is  the  grand  prelate 
of  the  grand  oommandery  Indiana 
Knights  Templars. 

Settling  the  Tate  Defalcation. 

Fr.\nkfort,  Ky.,  Dec.  14.— The  com- 
mission /ximposed  of  Attorney-General 
Hardin,  Judge  Bush  and  Mr.  Barrett, 
appointed  by  the  last  legislature  to  take 
charge  of  the  assets  and  settle  the  ac- 
count between  the  defaulting  treasurer, 
James  W.  Tate,  and  the  commonwealth, 
has  been  in  session  at  the  execbtive 
office  with  a  view  to  concluding  a  final 
report.  The  amount  of  missing  money 
is  $240,000,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the 
amount  which  the  state  will  recover  can- 
not exceed  sslOO.OOO.

Boston,  Deo.  14.— This  is  the  last  day 
for  the  receiving  of  the  stockholders' 
securities  under  the  circular  of  October 
15,  relating  to  the  reorganization  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &.  Santa  Fe  Railroad 
company.  On  October  15,  a  circular  was 
addressed  to  the  stockholders,  the  open- 
ing paragraph  of  which  reads  as  follows: 
"The  annual  report  which  was  presented 
to  you  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1888,  showed  your  property  to  be  in  a 
state  of  such  financial  embarrassment  as 
to  warrant  feelings  of  grave  anxiety." 

The  plan  of  reorganization  of  this  com- 
pany means  the  carrying  out  of  an 
enormous  financial  project.  All  the 
roads  of  the  system  will  be 
much  more  closely  connected  than 
before,  the  operating  expenses  being 
greatly  reduced.  To  accomplish  this 
result  and  put  the  system  on  a  paying 
basis,  it  is  proposed  to  issue  one  hun- 
dred year  4  per  cent  mortgage  bonds  for 
$150,000,000.  The  taxes  and  rentals 
added  to  the  interest  of  the  new  bonds 
give  a  fixed  annal  charge  of  17,500,000, 
this  sum  representing  the  probable 
earning  power  of  the  road  this  year. 

The  Atchison  &  Santa  Fe  system  em- 
braces thirty -seven  roads,  or  7708  miles 
of  tracks.  The  total  outstanding  princi- 
pal of  indebtedness  is  $160,786,000,  with 
an  interest  of  $9,203,620.  About  $1^,- 
000  of  the  new  bonds  will  be  used  to 
retire  outstanding  lease  warrants,  $5,000,- 
000  will  be  expended  on  improvement 
and  $3,554,340  will  be  used  to  pay  the 
floating  debt.  Subscribers  of  $800 
cash  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a  $1000 
new  bond.

Inspectors  of 
the  board  of  electrical  control  accom- 
panied them  to  point  out  poles  on  which 
dangerous  wires  were  strung. 

Man's  Bite  Cauxex  Death. 
Des  Moine-s,  Iowa,  Dec.  14. — A  report 
has  been  received  here  that  Representa- 
tive-Elect Shipley  of  Guthrie  county  is 
lying  in  a  critical  condition  at  his  home 
near  Yale  from  the  result  of  the  bites  he 
received  in  his  recent  difficulty  with  W. 
L.  Edwards,  and  that  he  is  not  expected 
to  live  more  than  a  few  hours.  The 
grand  jury  of  Guthrie  county  has  re- 
turned an  indictment  against  Edwards.

Prosrreu    of  Improvementfi    at   the  Sault 
Since  Close  of  NavifHtion. 

Since  the  Sault  canal  closed  on  Dec.  5, 
the  work  of  dismantling  the  lock  cham- 
ber has  been  in  progress.  On  the  clos- 
ing of  the  guard  gates  the  lock  chamber 
was  pumped  out,  leaving  the  foundation 
dry.  The  lower  engines  operating  the 
discharge  valves  of  the  lock  chamber  have 
been  taken  out.  New  frames  are  expected. 
The  discharge  valve  owing  to  one  of  the 
engine  frames  having  been  broken,  has 
not  operated  satisfactorily,  there  being 
quite  a  leak,  hence  the  repairs.  Im- 
provements are  being  made,  principally 
of  constructing  a  heavy  breastwork  of 
solid  timber,  bolted  to  the  foundation, 
and  projecting  above  the  mitre  sills,  so 
as  to  protect  the  steel  cables  operating 
the  gates. 

Breastwork  timbers  are  to  be  placed, 
one  for  protection  from  overladen  up- 
bound  vessels,  the  other  as  against  the 
downbound.  The  canal  bottom  is  being 
cleared  of  a  large  quantity  of  loose  rock, 
clay  and  sand,  that  has  washed  in  dur- 
ing the  season.  The  object  in  putting 
in  the  timbered  breastwork  above  and 
below  the  mitre  sills  of  the  canal  is  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  the  main 
mitre  sills  that  have  received  unusual 
hard  usage  during  the  season,  owing  to 
the  low  stage  of  water  and  overladen 
craft.

The  Mary  Washington  Monument 
sociation    of    Fredericksburg,    Virginia, 
sends  out  the  following  appeal,  which 
The  Herald  is  requested  to  publish: 
To  the  People  of  America  -An  Appeal: 

An  association  of  ladies  has  been 
formed  in  (Vedericksburg  that  has  for 
end  the  building  of  a  monument  to  the 
mother  of  Washington,  at  her  grave  in 
this  town.  Nowhere  is  her  character 
and  life  so  well  known  and  so  much 
honored  as  in  the  old  town  where  she 
lived  for  years,  in  the  house,  wh  ch  is 
still  well  preserved;  and  where  she  died 
and  is  buried. 

It  has  been  100  years  since  Mary 
Washington  died  and  was  buried,  in  a 
beautiful  spot,  in  the  borders  of 
Fredericksburg.  A  good  and  noble 
woman  she  was.  Early  in  life  a  widow, 
she  stood  bravely  in. her  difficult  lot, 
and  reared  her  family  in  principles  of 
patriotism,  integrity  and  piety,  and  then 
lived  to  old  age  to  illustrate  the  virtues 
she  taught. 

It  was  Mary  Washington  who  gave 
her  first-born  son  that  magnificent 
physical  form,  with  its  extraordinary 
powers  of  action  and  endurance,  that 
self-poised,  mental  force,  that  power  to 
command,  that  calm  dignity  and  gentle 
grace  which  robed  the  uncrowned  king 
of  the  American  people  with  a  majesty 
unequalled  by  any  character  the  world 
has  ever  seen. 

We  have  long  looked  with  sorrow  upon 
her  ruined  tomb.  Many  things  have 
brought  us  to  this  time  with  the  tomb 
in  its  present  condition.  At  last  our 
hopes  are  revived.  A  general  sentiment 
is  rising,  stimulated  by  the  meeting  at 
the  Old  South  Meeting-House,  Boston, 
and  has  found  a  widespread  expression 
that  the  time  has  come  for  action  by  the 
people  to  rebuild  this  monument,  and 
affectionately  preserve  it  as  a  grateful 
memorial  of  a  great  American  mother. 
With  confidence  in  the  disinterested  and 
patriotic  end  at  which  we  aim,  we  ap- 
peal to  the  people  of  our  great  Ameri- 
can republic  to  aid  us  in  our  work.  Let 
the  22nd  of  February,  1890,  the  anni- 
versary of  the  day  when  this  great 
woman  gave  birth  to  her  first-born  son, 
be  marked  and  celebrated  by  contribu- 
tions all  over  the  land  to  this  pious 
cause.  Let  subscriptions  be  opened  by 
newspapers.  Let  local  associations  of 
ladies  be  formed  with  a  fee  of  $1  per 
member,  and  let  the  money  collected  be 
forwarded,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
National  bank  of  Fredericksburg,  Va 

W^hen  the  amount  contributed  shall 
be  deemed  adequate,  we  will  spare  no 
effort  to  secure  an  enduring  monument 
as  appropriate  and  beautiful  as  art  can 
make,  which  shall  be  guarded  and 
respected  by  our  children  and  by  theirs 
to  the  latest  days.  The  city  of  Fred- 
ericksburg will  make  it  the  center  of  a 
public  square,  with  wide  avenues  of  ap- 
proach, and  the  American  people  may 
come,  and  all  the  world  look  on,  and  see 
that  republics  are  not  ungrateful.  And 
among  all  the  many  monuments  to  the 
nation's  heroes  of  war  and  peace,  there 
shall  be  one  to  a  woman,  a  wife  and  a 
mother,  who  sought  no  publicity  herself, 
but  gave  tbe  most  magnificent  gift  this 
country  has  ever  received — her  son  to  be 
its  father.

aginable line.  The  background  is  tilled  in 
with  a  maKniticent  array  of  fancy  articles, 
comprising    plush    goods,   toilet    cases, 
manicure  sets,  albums,  workboxes  and 
hundreds  of  different  articles  of  plush  in 
beautiful  colors,  ha{^moniously  blended. 
Immediately    under    the  middle  of  the 
arch  elegant  fur   rugs    are  placed,  and 
standing   in    the   midst   is    a   splendid 
specimen  of  wildcat,  the  beot  that  the 
taxidermist's   skill    could  produce,  and 
looking  so  extremely  lifelike  as  to  almost 
startle  the  beholder.    At  the  rear  of  this 
is  a  magnificent   French  looking-glass, 
and  other  mirrors  so  disposed  as  to  con- 
vey the   illusion   that  there  are  several 
wildcats.   Fine  oil  paintings  in  elegantly 
moulded  gilt  frames  are  placed  where 
they       show       to       good      advantage;

The  Duluth  Electric  Light  and  Power 
company  has  had  a  year  of  wonderful 
growth,  having  added  to  its  plant  two 
750  16  caudle  power  incandescent  dyna- 
mos of  the  Weetinghouse  system,  pur- 
chased the  lot  and  building  where  it 
first  located  on  Michigan  street,  thus 
doubling  the  amount  of  real  estate 
owned  by  the  company;  increased  its 
steam  appliance  by  the  erection  of  a 
large  brick  stack  and  by  the  purchase  of 
another  170  horse  power  engine  and  a 
500  horse  power  boiler  of  the  Scotch 
marine  type. 

In  the  prosecution  of  its  business  for 
the  year  it  has  paid  for  labor  and  con- 
struction nearly  $00,000,  and  has  wired 
seven  of  the  hnest  business  buildings  in 
the  city  or  the  Northwest,  including 
Temple  Opera  and  a  large  number  of 
the  most  costly  private  residences;  has 
more  than"  doubled  its  production  of  in- 
candescent custom,  and  is  still  far  be- 
hind on  Its  orders  for  new  work,  being 
unable  to  secure  a  sufficiently  rapid 
supply  of  material  and  skilled  labor 
needful  for  the  rapidly-increasing  de- 
mand for  that  form  of  light. 

The  new  boiler  deserves  more  than 
passing  mention.  It  is  made  at  Glenn's 
shops,  and  is  of  i?4-inch  steel  plates  of 
6000  pounds  tensile  strength,  made  espe- 
cially for  this  work  by  Carnegie  &  Phipps 
t!k  Co,  of  Pittsburg;  the  boiler  is  the 
largest  internally  tired  stationary  boiler 
in  the  Northwest.  Its  weight  is  about 
twenty-eight  tona 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  for 
a  still  greater  increase  in  electric  light- 
ing by  this  company  than  even  in  1889, 
but  as  facilities  have  grown  with  the  de- 
mand, the  company  will  be  able  to  take 
care  of  almost  any  quantity  of  business. 
Its  paid  in  stocrk  is  1^75,000,  almost  en- 
tirely held  in  Duluth;  J.  F.  Patten  is 
president  and  general  manager,  and 
Wm.  Burgess  is  superintendent  and  elec- 
trician. '

Since  the  old  mill 
at   Moose  Lake   was  burned,  last  year, 
the  hrm  name  of  the  coinpany  has    been 
changed    to    the    Fox-Wisdom  Lumber 
company,    and    extensive     preparations 
have  been   made   for    the    future.     The 
new  mill    is    located    at    Willow  River, 
Pine  county,  and  is  a  tirst-class  outtit  in 
every  way  and  thoroughly  up  to  modern 
needs  in  sawmill  building.    The  fiim  has 
115    men    at    work    in  the  woods  and  if 
l^ging      weather      is     good    will    get 
out      12,000,000      feet       this      winter. 
This  company  has  of  course  sawed  noth- 
ing in    1889,  and  has   on  hand  a  total  of 
only  500,000  feet  of  lumber. 

Paine  &.  Co.'s  mill  at  Northern  Pacifij 
Junction  started  up. this  week,  and 
it  is  understood  that  it  will  be  run 
night  and  day  all  winte-.

DOM     PEDRO     NOT    RECONCILED. 

He    Has    Decided    to  Issue  a  Manifesto  to 
Kecover  His  Tlirone. 

Lisbon,  Dec  14. — The  report  is  cur- 
rent here  today  that  the  deposed  em- 
peror, Dom  Pedro,  of  Brazil,  is  far  from 
reconciled  to  the  fate  that  has  been 
visited  upon  him,  and  at  the  urgent  en- 
treaty of  some  of  the  royal  houses  of 
Europe,  has  decided  to  issue  a  mani- 
festo to  the  people  of  the  Brazilian  em- 
pire with  a  view  to  the  recovery  of  his 
lost  throne.

Styles  of  the  Besx  Players,  and 

Some  Points  of  the 

Sport. 


There  ie  no  gamd  played  by  our  ooUeKe 
men  which  arouses  such  wild  enthusiasm 
and  brings  out  such  large  and  brilliant 
oruwds  of  spectJi  core  as  that  of  football. 
It  ie  only  within  a  few  years  that  the 
game,  due  to  ita  steady  development  in 
Eastern  uoUegeH,  has  become  so  univers- 
ally popular.  The  season  just  passed 
has  been  most  brilliant  and  marked  by 
more  stubborn  cxintests  than  in  previous 
years.  During  it  eases  of  "walk-oTer" 
vititori«Si  have  been  ijoarce,  and  in  nearly 
«»v3ry  oaoe  each  team  has  had  to  do  its 
best,  ahowing  a  more  general ,.  improve- 
ment and  interest  than  ever  before. 

It  is  a  fact  that  the  game  has  pro- 
gressed greatly  m  some  of  the  colleges 
less  reuowaed  for  athletics,  and  that 
those  who  reign  supreme  have  had  to 
work  harder  to  hold  their  laurels. 

That  good  development  has  been  made 
this  season  is  Qouce<t,  especially  in  tho 
smalt  auiount  of  kicking.  The  game  is 
more  soientifio. 

A  few  years  ago  the  backs  had  little  to 
do  but  kick,  while  now  the  ball  is  never 
kicked  except  as  a  last  resort  when  a 
team  is  playmg  on  the  defentiuve  and  the 
ball  has  been  rushed  well  into  their  ter- 
ritory. 

The  name  w^ould  imply  that  it  was 
almost  entirely  a  kicking  game,  and,  in- 
deed, those  who  playeii  football  four 
years  ago  will  remember  how,  after  the 
oall  had  been  8nappe<.l  and  the  quarter- 
back had  passed  to  one  of  the  backs,  the 
leather  would  rise  high  into  the  air  from 
a  drop  kick  of  the  half-back,  who  would 
only  run  with  it  until  he  neared  the 
opposing  rush  line — unless  there  chance<l 
to  be  a  good  opening  to  go  through. 

The  old  game  was  cbaracterised  by 
better  individual  play  than  team  work, 
and  the  rush  line  was  not  nearly  so 
efficient  as  at  present  In  point  of  grace- 
fulness, however,  the  kicking  game  is 
ahead.  Each  year  marks  a  decrease  in 
kicking  and  an  improvement  in  methods 
of  team  work,  rushing  and  tackling. 

At  present  Ae  backs  are  experts  at 
running  and  doilgiug  and  the  rush  line 
has  been  brought  up  to  a  high  state  of 
efficiency  in  guarding  the  back  or  player 
who  is  running  with  the  ball.  Every 
team  that  pretends  to  play  has  a  system 
of  signals  and  tricks.  The  most  noted 
of  the  latter  is  the  "V"  trick,  which  is 
always  used  with  success  at  the  begin- 
ning of  a  game  instead  of  the  old  "kick 
off,"  which  gives  the  ball  to  the  enemy 
at  once.  This  keeping  possession  of  the 
ball  and  rushing  it  forward  is  a  feature 
of  the  game  today,  and  after  four 
"downs"  a  captain  will  generally  lose  ten 
yards  rather  than  give  over  the  ball. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  increas- 
ing interest  in  the  game  among  Western 
colleges.  This  is  especially  noticeable 
in  the  case  of  Michigan,  and  could  her 
eleven  meet  some  of  the  crack  teams  of 
the  East,  there  is  no  doubt  that  they 
would  soon  play  a  great  game.  An  ad- 
vance has  been  made  this  year,  in  that 
every  position  is  named  and  a  more  defi- 
nite duty  assigned  for  each  player  than 
heretofore. 

As  for  the  future  the  tendency  will  be 


to  progress  in  the  features  spoken  of 
above  that  is,  running,  tackling  and 
perfeoteil  team  work,  the  only  objection 
to  which  is  that  development  in  these 
directions  seems  each  year  to  engender 
moreslugging  and  injuries.  It  wuuld  be 
an  improvement  if  the  fullbacks  of  most 
of  the  teams  were  bette  r  kickers,  for  a 
goal  from  the  held  is  proHtable.  and  a 
team  whose  opponents  have  a  good 
kicker  behind  the  rush  line  and  who 
have  ru8he<l  the  leather  over  the  twen- 
ty-five-yard  line  are  apt  to  feel  shaky 
as  they  think  of  the  five  points  which 
the  next  moment  may  be  arraye<.l  against 
them.  More  skill  in  and  longer  uussiug 
from  the  quarterback  will  probably  add 
to  the  game,  and  from  this  it  follows  that 
the  end  tacklew  be  the  Inot  runners,  for, 
with  expt^rt  pastting,  running  around  the 
emis  otfers  the  most  rapid  prttgress. 

Sporllnic  Not«a. 

A  petition  is  in  circulation,  and  being 
largely  signed,  in  Chicago  for  providing 
an  enclosed  course  for  boating  along  the 
lake  front  of  Lincoln  Park.  The  park 
ootnmiseioners  are  laying  out  a  course  a 
mile  in  length  and  150  feet  in  width. 
What  the  petitioners  want  is  one  at  least 
a  mile  and  a  half  long  and  3CX)  feet 
wide. 

The  Omaha  Coliseum  management  is 
preparing  for  a  six  days'  roller-skating 
race,  three  hours  a  day.

Therefore 
the  supreme  principle  upon  which  we 
have  to  run  our  lives  is  to  adhere, 
through  good  report  or  ill,  through 
temptation  and  prosperity  and  adversity, 
to  the  will  of  God,  wherever  that  may 
lead  us.  It  may  take  you  away  to  China, 
or  you  who  are  going  to  Africa  may  have 
to  stay  where  you  are;  you  who  are 
going  to  be  an  evangelist  may  have  to  go 
into  business,  and  you  who  are  going 
into  business  may  have  to  become  an 
evangelist.  But  there  is  no  happiness 
or  success  in  life  till  that  principle  is 
taken  possession  of.

Christi- 
anity is  cosmopolitan. 

Is  Oxford  to  be  the  great  theological 
centre  of  England?  Mansfield  college, 
for  the  Congregationalists,  has  made  its 
home  there,  and  now  the  Unitarians 
have  located  their  New  Manchester  col- 
lege in  the  old  temporary  quarters  just 
evacuated  by  the  Congregationalists. 
The  college  has  been  shifting  about  be- 
tween Manchester,  York  and  London, 
and  at  last  goes,  as  if  by  force  of  gravity 
to  Oxford. 

The  missionary  work  of  the  year  un- 
dertaken by  the  Methodists  has  been 
completed.  Financial  success  has  been 
abundantly  met  with.  Last  November 
this  religious  body  set  out  to  raise 
$1,'2lX),000  for  missions  at  home  and 
abroad.  In  the  year  which  ended  Nov. 
1,  1889,  $1,130,000  had  been  raised,  being 
$ltX),000  above  what  was  contributed  the 
previous  twelve  months.  In  1884,  only 
$7;i0,000  were  collected  for  the  same 
work.  This  shows  a  wonderful  growth 
in  zeal  and  liberality,  and  speaks  well 
for  the  earnestness  and  enthusiasm  of 
this  denomination. 

Twenty-two  churches,  representing 
nine  denominations,  are  united  in  a 
wonderful  work  of  grace  in  York,  Pa., 
under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Munhall 
and  Lowe.  Hundreds  have  turned  to 
Crotl,  and  the  city  is  greatly  moved.  A 
spacious  new  market-house  was  rented 
and  fitted  up  so  as  to  seat  2500  persons 
comfortably,  and  the  meetings  are  held 
there.  A  choir  of  200  voices  leads  the 
singing.  The  city  has  been  canvassed 
from  house  to  house  systematically,  the 
Word  of  God  read  in  the  homes  where 
permission  was  granted,  and  a  complete 
census  taken  of  the  condition  of  the  city, 
religiously.  V^ery  often  the  place 
of  meeting  is  found  to  be 
altogether  too  small,  and  over- 
flow     meetings    have      to      be    held.

The  wild  and  unknown  country  about 
the  Darth<»rn  bouadai-j  of  Mmne^ota, 
direotly  north  and  weat  of  Duluth 
is  the  dretim  of  the  explorer 
a&cl  th«  aeekar  for  strantfe  and  wi«rd 
Boenea  It  is  iu  time  deutined  to  be  a 
most  popular  reaort,  and  when  connected 
dirdotJy  with  Oultith  by  railway,  as  it 
■oon  will  be,  surveys  havinjj  already 
been  oomplettxi.  will  be  frequented  by 
people  from  here  and  elsewhere.  A 
writer  in  The  Northwest  Magazine 
■ays: 

Between  Lake  Sui>erior  and  Winnipeg 
lies  400  miles  of  rough,  rocky  country 
covere*.!  for  the  moet  part  with  burnt  or 
Btuute<l  pine  fore^td.  ¥he  Lake  of  the 
Woods  is  situated  m  the  very  midst  of 
this  region  and  in  the  line  of  the  great 
lakes  of  the  United  States  and  British 
America.  To  sail  en  its  romantio  waters 
is  the  realization  of  a  school-boy  dream. 
The  railroad  station,  which  bears  the 
name  of  1^  Portage,  Uma  a-populAiion 
of  100.  X  small  steamboat  plies  between 
it  anil  Its  neighboring  vilhige,  KeewStin, 
where  sawmills  and  a  lOOO- barrel  flouring 
mill  utilize  the  water  power. 

Xmaviog  Iha  busy  £rooti«r  t»wn»  we 
visit  a  camping  party  on  one  of  the 
hundreds  of  tlie  piuturesque  islands.  We 
lounge  in  the  tent  or  under  the  pines 
and  birches,  and  look  out  on  some 
secladed  foliage-girt  bay  or  an  open 
channel  now  disturbed  by  wind  and 
waves.  On  a  rude  table  under  the  trees 
are  spread  feasts  for  appetites  sharp- 
ened by  this  Northern  air,  laden 
with  the  pungent  odors  of  the 
foreilL  •  We  feel  the  wikl  fascinirtion 
of  tfapi' outdoor  life,  and  ail  the  Indian 
thj^t  lies  itonaant  in  us  is  aronsed.  The 
ojttly  visitor  is  a  red  man  who,  perhaps, 
Mas  seen  the  smoke  of  the  camp,  and 
who  comes  in  his  canoe  to  see.  The 
water,  which  is  soft  and  slightly  colored 
by  the  washings  of  the  forest,  redects 
foliage,  cloud  and  sky.  Under  the  mur- 
muring pines  we  rest  with  nature  among 
her  rocky,  untamed  islands. 

The  lake  of  the  \Vood»  is  really  a  group 
of  four  lakes,  all  connected  with  each 
other  and  yet  quite  distinct.  Rainy 
river,  300  yards  wide,  pours  its  strong 
current  into  it  from  the  southeast,  while 
at  the  north  its  waters  fall  into  the  Win- 
nipeg river  and  dow  onward  toward  the 
Hudson  Bay.  The  northern  portion  of 
the  lake  is  gemmed  with  islands  and  sur- 
rounded by  a  dense  growth  of  conifer- 
ous trees  with  scattering  birch  and 
aspen.  In  parts  of  the  southern  portiou 
fifty  miles  of  open  water  stretches  out 
from  swamps  of  wild  rice,  bogs  of  rushes 
and  low  sand-hills.  The  coast  line  is  ex- 
ceedingly irregular,  but  from  the  deso- 
late south  shore  to  the  outlet  is  a  dis- 
tance of  twenty-four  leagues. 

This  lake  has  an  interesting  history 
4X>nnected  with  the  settlement  of  our 
national  txjundary.  In  accordance  witb 
the  treaty  of  Ghent  made  at  the  close  of 
our  second  war  with  England,  a  conven- 
tion of  th«  representatives  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  assembled 
in  1818  and  agreed  that  from  the 
moet  northwestern  point  of  the  Lake  o| 
the  Woods  the  boundary  line  should  run 
west  along  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of 
latitude  to  the  Kocky  mountains.,. But 
the  most  northwestern  point  of  the 
Xiakfi  of  the  Woods  proved  to  be  n^rth 
of  the  forty-ninth  parallel,  dq  that 
through  the  commissioners'  ignorahce  of 
geography  itie  United  States  gained  that 
strange  triangular  projection  of  the 
state  of  llinneaota  into  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods  which  appears  on  all  correct 
maps.  When  the  agreement  was  trans- 
ferred from  paper  to  the  actual  country, 
there  was  difficulty  in  determining  where 
the  "most  northwest  point"  of  flie  Lake 
of  the  Woods  was. 

Perbap^s  for  diptomatic  reasons  on  t>>e 
part  of  Eu^land  the  name  Lake  of  the 
Woods  was  limited  to  the  Lake  of  the 
Sand  Hills,  and  in  1824  the  point  was 
fixed  and  marked  by  a  wooden  pillar. 
When  in  IsTil  a  more  accurate  survey 
was  made  by  our  government,  it  was 
with  eome  difficulty  that  the  old  "ipost 
northwest  point"  was  found  and  fixed 
upon.  From  it  the  line  due  south  to  the 
forty-ninth  parallel  was  soon  marked  by 
iron  posta  The  national  boundary  from 
the  foot  of  K-  ^  •  rye  tbr5ugh  Lake  Su- 
perior ami  I  \  er  up  to  the  "north- 
west point'    vaa  edlablished  in  1842. 

Thus  it  is  thj^t  the  United  States  owns 
a  portion  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woooda  and 
150  square  miles  of  land  north  of  the 
Forty-ninth  parallel.  This  land  consists 
mostly  of  bog,  covered  with  scattering 
tamaracks,  while  on  the  higher  ridges 
are  small  pines,  birches  and  poplars.  It 
is  inhabited  by  a  few  Ojibway  Indians 
who  subsist  by  dshing,  trapping  and 
hunting.  It  was  of  importance  as  in- 
cluding a  small  part  61h  former  route 
between  Manitoba  and  Lake  Superior, 
but  the  building  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway  to  the  north  has  rendered  the 
old  road  useless.  "  WitJi  the  exceptions 
of  a  few  settlements  the  lake  is  almost 
as  wild  and  solitary  as  when  in  royal 
diplomatic  halls  it  was  much  talked  of 
by  learned  men  who  knew  but  little 
about  it. 

On  a  clear  fall  afternoon,  six  of  us 
kneel  down  in  the  bottom  of  a  large 
birch  canoe,  a  clever  old  English  clergy- 
man insisting  that  we  shall  neither  sneeze 
nor  cough  for    fear    of    capsizing.     We

If  one  can  send  the  workers  away  each 
morning  to  their  daily  toil  fortified  by  a 
substantial  and  satis^'ing  breakfast,  she 
has  gone  far  towartls  insuring  to  them  a 
comfortable  and  prosoerous  day.  It  is 
said  that  an  app>etite  for  breakfast  is  one 
of  the  surest  indications  of  good  health. 
And  perhaps  it  shows  how  few  people 
are  in  tine  physical  condition,  witn  easy 
digestion  and  steady  nerves,  that  so  few 
bring  to  the  first  meal  of  the  day 
any  real  desire  for  food  and  a  relish 
for  it. 

There  is  all  the  greater  nee*l,  there- 
fore, that  this  meal  be  made  inviting  as 
well  as  nourishing.  And  these  late 
autumn  days,  with  their  keen  air,  which 
by  its  incitement  to  action  so  wastes  the 
vitality,  make  the  need  even  more  ur- 
gent. 

A  good  breakfast,  to  l>e  prepared 
easily,  must  be  planned  and  provided  for 
over  night  This  is  one  of  the  trite 
maxims  of  good  housekeeping,  but  it  is 
often  forgotten,  and  breakfast  getting 
therefore  becomes  a  dread  and  a  burden. 
In  every  case  where  early  breakfasts  are 
im{)erative,  or  where  the  housekeeper  is 
fond  of  morning  naps,  all  possible  prepa- 
rations should  be  made  the  night  before. 
Of  course,  kindhngs  will  be  made  ready, 
and  of  eourse  the  teakettle  and  coffeepot 
are  at  hand  and  clean.  Besides  these, 
the  table  ought  to  be  set,  the  coffee 
measured,  the  potatoes  pared  and  sliced 
for  warming  or  chopped  for  hash,  oat- 
meal cooked  tender  to  be  heated  again, 
and  bread  sliced  for  toasting,  if  toast  is 
intended. 

With  varying  tastes  and  appetites,  the 
morning  bill  of  fare,  even  for  households 
in  kindred  cirouiustances,  and  whose 
members  follow  the  same  occupations, 
may  differ  widely.  Each  family  must  be 
a  law  unto  itself.  But  it  ought  to  be  so 
tempt  mgj  if  possible,  that  the  most 
fastidious  member  cannot  resist  its  at- 
tractions, substantial  enough  to  satisfy 
him  whose  work  is  hardeet  and  whose 
exposure  severest. 

Such  a  result  is  secured,  not  so  much 
by  new  sorts  of  food,  or  by  any  purchase 
or  manufacture  of  novelties,  but  by  a 
wise  use  of  the  staples,  and  the  intro- 
duction of  a  sensible  variety  of  diet.

paddle  out  into  the  lake  through  nar- 
row channels,  among  gre^n,  foreet-clad 
islanda,  away  from  any  ei^n  of  human 
habitation  and  into  a  world  of  woods, 
water  and  sky.  We  move  smoothly  past 
deep  indenting  bays  and  among  islaods 
which  seem  to  be  floating  mounds  of 
foliage,  We  are  greeted  by  eoltivated 
men  who  have  doJoed  the  Hannel  shirt 
and  come  to  thia  wilderneaeof  trees  and 
water  to  hunt  and  fish.  Here  we  pass 
an  Indian  encampment  with  squaws 
cooking  over  the  Krea  and  children  play- 
mg  in  the  water.  Their  lodges  or  tepees 
are  coyeretl  over  with  large  pieces  of 
birch  bark.  An  Indian  ghdes  by  in  a 
swift  canoe  and  landing,  Ufts  his  small 
cargo  onto  hia  shoulders,  carries  it  to 
the  other  side  of  the  falls  and  returns 
for  his  light  Ixjat,  thas  making  the  port- 
age as  the  generations  of  his  fathers 
have  done.  Uutil  the  railroad  oame 
nearly  all  of  the  traffic  of  the  Hudson' 
Bay  company  went  by  the  portages. 

At  sunset  we  draw  np  our  oanoe  by 
this  outlet,  where  the  waters  of  the  lake 
between  banks  of  pine,  birch  and  great 
rocks  plunge  down  foaming  rapids  and 
over  roaring  falls  into  a  dark  pool  forty 
feet  below.  The  gray  stone,  the  green 
trees,  the  white  spray,  the  tossing  amber 
current  combine  in  this  scene  of  beauty 
and  wilderness.  Here  for  ageethe  forest 
lake  has  p«>ured  its  thundering  torrent 
oyer  the  granite  wall  into  the  Winnipeg 
river.  A  short  distance  away  is  another 
outlet  into  the  same  stream.  As  the 
night  comee  od,  rays  of  H|{ht  begin  to 
appear  i»  jhe  north.

This  lake  has  an  interesting  history 
connected  with  the  settlement  of  our 
natioiial  iKjiindary.  In  accordance  with 
the  treaty  uf  Gtieut  made  at  the  close  of 
our  second  war  with  England,  a  conven- 
tion of  the  representatives  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  assembled 
in  1818  and  agreed  that  from  the 
most  northwestern  point  of  the  Lake  of 
the  Wootla  the  Iwundiiry  line  should  run 
west  aloDg  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of 
latitude  tu  the  Kocky  mouniaina.  But 
the  murit  northwestern  tioirit  of  the

If  one  can  send  the  wurkers  away  each 
morning  to  their  ilaily  toil  fortitie*!  by  a 
substantial  and  satisfying  breakfast,  she 
has  gone  far  towards  insuring  to  them  a 
comfortable  and  prosperous  day.  It  is 
said  that  an  appelit*>  for  breakfast  is  one 
of  the  surest  indications  of  giKid  health. 
Anil  iHThaps  it  shows  how  few  people 
are  in  line  physical  condition,  with  easy 
tligestion  and  steady  nervew,  that  so  few 
bring  to  the  tUst  meal  of  the  day 
any  real  desire  for  fixid  anil  a  relish 
for  it. 

There  la  all  the  greater  need,  there- 
fore, that  this  meal  be  made  inviting  as 
well  as  nourishing.  Aud  these  late 
autumn  days,  with  their  keen  air.  which 
by  its  incitement  to  action  so  wastes  the 
vitality,  make  the  need  even  more  ur- 
gent. 

A  good  breakfast,  to  l>e  prepared 
easily,  must  be  planned  and  provided  for 
over  night.  This  is  one  of  the  trite 
maxims  of  gix>il  housekeeping,  but  it  is 
often  forgotten,  and  breakfast  getting 
therefore  becomes  a  dread  and  a  burden. 
In  every  case  where  early  breakfasts  are 
imperative,  or  where  the'  housekeeper  is 
fond  of  morning  naps,  all  possible  prepa- 
rations should  be  made  the  night  before. 
Of  courst',  kindlings  will  be  made  ready, 
and  of  course  the  teakettle  aud  colfeepot 
are  at  hand  and  clean.  Besides  these, 
the  table  ought  to  be  8t>t,  the  coffee 
ineaBured,  the  potatoes  pared  and  sliced 
for  warming  or  chopped  for  hash,  oat- 
meal cookeil  tender  to  be  heated  again, 
ami  bread  sliced  for  toasting,  if  toast  is 
intended. 

With  varying  tnetea  and  apjietites,  the 
morning  bill  of  fare,  even  for  households 
in  kindreil  circumstances,  and  whose 
members  follow  the  same  occupations, 
may  ditfer  widely.  Each  family  must  be 
a  law  unto  itself.  But  it  ought  to  be  so 
tempting,  if  possible,  that  the  most 
fastidious  member  cannot  resist  its  at- 
tractions, substantial  enough  to  satisfy 
him  whose  work  is  hardest  and  whose 
exposure  severest.

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Tht  "Sentinel    Mound" 
up    Honored    Dead 
Long  Ago.

Kaxsas  Citv,  D»)o,  14.— On  the  farm  of 
John  Clarke,  in  the  southern  part  of 
Caaa  tx>unty,  is  what  is  known  as  Sentinel 
Mouml,  so  called  fn>Qi  the  fact  that  it 
has  been  ua«Ml  aa  a  landmark  from  time 
immemorial  by  both  Indians  and  white 
men,  and  during  the  late  war  wits  used 
by  both  sidea  as  a  point  of  lookout,  and 
was  the  si«ne  of  many  skirmishes. 

Local  an-h;iv)logists  have  long  been 
anxious  to  o(:)eu  this  mound,  as  its  great 
aize  has  led  to  the  belief  that  it  con- 
tained many  valuable  adUitions  to  the 
specimens  of  the  handiwork  of  prehis- 
toric man.  The  owner,  however,  has 
been  steadfast  in  his  refusals  to  allow 
thijEi  to  be  Jane.  1*  is  one  of  the  largest 
artificial  mounds  in  the  West.  It  is  in 
the  form  of  a  truncated  cone,  400  feet  in 
diameter  at  the  base,  and  reaches  the 
height  of  76  feet  On  the  top  is  a  level 
space  15  feet  in  diameter. 

For  some  time  negotiations  have  been 
going  on  between  arch^ologists  of  this 
city  and  Mr.  Clarke,  and  the  latter  at  last 
consented  to  exploration.  Work  was 
begun  on  the  tirst  of  this  month  and 
rapidly  pushed,  the  result  amply  reward- 
ing the  explorers.  The  party  returne*! 
from  the  mound  on  Tuesday,  and  the 
following  is  their  report  of  the  result  of 
their  lalxirs: 

A  drift  was  run  directly  into  the  hill.  It 
juas  made ground,and  the  work  was  much 
«asier    than    it    otherwise    would   have 
been.    .\t  the  depth  of  fifteen  feet  bones 
were  found,    which    upon    examination 
proved  to  be  thqse  of  some  animal.     As 
the  workmen  got  toward    the  centre  of 
the  mound  they  found  many  loose  stones, 
which  became  thicker,  until,  at  a  depth 
of  150  feet,  the  entire  hill  was  composed 
of  boulders.    At  last  the  workmen  came 
upon  a  large  stone  slab  which  appeared 
to  be  the  side  of  a  cavity.     After  a  care- 
ful examination  it  was    decided    to    un- 
cover the  entire  lx>x  or  receptacle  before 
endeavoring  to  get  at  the    inside    of    it 
The  excavation  was  so  enlarged  that  a 
large  room  was  made  by  shoring  up  the 
excavation  about  the  box,  which   was  10 
feet  long  by  4  feet  high  by  4    feet    wide. 
It  took  two  days  to  get  the    box    uncov- 
ered.    It  was  formed  of  slabs  of  stone 
six    inches   thick.    The    top  was  either 
cemented  on  the  sides,  or  the   lapse  of 
ages    since    the    stones    were   laid  had 
caused  them  to  adhere  so  closely  that  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  separate  them. 
The  patience  of  the    searchers  was  at 
last  rewarded  by  having  the  entire  box 
laid  bare.    The  work  of  raising  the  slab 
was  extremely  difficult,    but    at   last  it 
moved  slightly  and  then    slowly  it    was 
slid  off,  and  the  box  lay  open,  after  hav- 
ingbeen  hidden  for  thousands  of   years. 
The  receptacle  lay   exactly    east    and 
west,  and  in  the  west  end  sat  a  skeleton 
facing  the  east     In  the  east  end  of  the 
box  were  two  large    bowls,    made  of  red 
clay  and  burned.    These  were  18  inches 
in  diameter  in  the  largest  part  and  with 
a  mouth  alx>ut  7  inches  across.      These 
bowls  were  of  a  solid  color,   but  near  the 
top  and  bottom  were  double  lines,  inter- 
sected with  cross  bars    of  raised    work, 
while  between  these  double  lines  on  the 
body  of  tbe    bowls  was    a    raised  figure 
reeembling    a   vine    with    leaves.    The 
workmanship   displayed   on     this  was 
much  superior  to  that  seen  on    the  pot- 
tery work  found    in   the   ruins    of  New 
Mexico  and  Colorado.      Lying  midway 
between  the   bowls    was  a   stone    pipe, 
which  was  carved  in  the    representation 
of  a  bear.    It  was  made  from  a  peculiar 
white  stone  that  was  foreign  to  the  lo- 
cality, and  in  its  carving    great  skill  was 
displayed.     It  was  similar   to  those    of 
the  Aztecs,  and  did  not  resemble  those 
of  the  American  Indians   of   the  North. 
What  was  probably  tbe  moet  remark- 
able discovery  was    an   instrument  tbe 
like  of   which    has    never  L)efore    been 
found  in    any  mound.      It  was  a    stone 
ball,  about   four   and  a  half    inches    in 
diameter,  and  almost   exactly  spherical 
in   shape.      Through    the    center   was 
drilled  a  round  hole.    It  was  evident  the 
ball  had    been    used  with  a  handle  of 
some  kind,  and  was  probably  a    weapon. 
This  ball  was    surrounded    by  a  pile   of 
arrow    and    si>ear  beads.      Among    the 
arrow  heads  were  several  double-headed 
ones,  made    from    Hint,  agate  and  bone. 
Lying  at  the   side   were   several  copper 
and  stone  beads,  also  some  carved  pieces 
of  porphyry    and  a    number    of    shells. 
These  all  had  holes  drilled  through  them, 
and  had  evidently  been  a  part  of  a  string 
of  ornaments.    From  an  examination  of 
the  skull,  it  was  seen    that  the  man  had 
belonged  to  a  race  that  was  higher  intel- 
lectually than  the  American  Indians    of 
today.    The  frontal  bone    was  high,  and 
the  back    head    appeared    to  be  abnor- 
mally developed. 

The  ornaments  and  the  weapons  of  a 
warlike  man  leads  to  the  belief  that  the 
mound  builders  who  erected  the  Sentinel 
Mound  were  of  the  same  race  as  those 
who  planned  the  extensive  works  in  the 
Mississippi  valley,  and  inhabited  the  en- 
tire area  of  the  country  between  the 
eastern  and  western  chains  of  moun- 
tains. The  presence  of  shells  from  the 
■ea,  porphyry  from  Mexico,  copper  from 
Lake  Superior  and  ribbon  agate  from 
Ciolorado  is  evidence  that  the  nation 
either  extended  over  an  immense  area  or 
it  had  commercial  intercourse  with  all 
sections  of  the  country. 

The  mound  is  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing that  has  ever  been  opened  in  the 
West  and  according  to  those  who  were 
engaged  in  the  work  many  valuable  ad- 
ditions were  made  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  prehistoric  people  who  teemed 
through  North  America  when  the  world 
was  young.
